‘Library was “founded in 1911 by a group 


of educators, mostly professors at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan.” Its present editors 
and contributors are from the faculties 
and professional staffs of many schools, 
colleges, and universities. These selected 
subject specialists contribute articles on 
various subjects, and the editorial staff 
“rewrites, adapts, rearranges, clarifies and 
corrects this material.” Articles are not 
signed. Generally a policy of continuous 
revision is maintained. Richard Webster, 
A.M. Princeton 1900, is managing editor. 
Prominent names on the list of contrib- 
utors include Carey Croneis, former presi- 
dent of Beloit College, Charles Seymour, 
former president of Yale University, and 
Dr. Will French, professor of education 
at Teachers College, Columbia University.

It may estimate! the Writ- 
ing or describe the author, as: “A 
minor poet’; “Psychological Novels— 
Harsh realism”; “His appeal is to the mind 
not the heart”; “Depicts the sordid side 
of life.” Italics are used interchangeably 
for types of writing and specific titles. 
Novelists are identified with such phrases 
as “Novels,” “Symbolistic Novels,” “Nov- 
elist,” “Historical Novels.” No pattern 
seems to be followed. Misspellings noted 
are the names of authors “James Gould 
Cousins” and “Rainer Rieke.” 

Bibliographies are included in all but 
three of the sixteen Books. The titles cited 
seem well suited both to the audience and 
the topic. The lists are somewhat dated 
since publications of the 1940’s predomi- 
nate, and most of them are not later than 
1949. All these titles are useful. Occa- 
sionally books published in 1954 and 1955 
are included. The bibliographies indi- 
cate under each item the appropriate 
grade level and give the usual biblio- 
graphic data, There is no consistency in 
the manner of citing books. Some bibli- 
ographies invert the author’s name; some 
do not. The valuable “Graded reading 
list” has sections using both styles. The 
bibliographies and reading lists were all 
prepared by three librarians whose names 
are included in the list of contributors at 
the front of the book. 

The Biographical Dictionary contains 
biographies of “more than 3,000 impor- 
tant historical and contemporary charac- 
ters—giving dates of birth and death, na- 
tionality, education, important events and 
achievements.” Ilustrations here are en- 
largements of postage stamp pictures of 
persons from many countries used “as 
a means of interesting the stamp collector 
in history and biography.” These add to 
the interest of the biographical items. 
Some photographs are also used. 

Inclusion of names in this section is 
largely a subjective choice; still, any num- 
ber of equally prominent people of recent 
times could be mentioned as possible 
biographees, as: Leonard Bernstein, Wil- 
liam Inge, John Marquand, John Ciardi, 
John Marin, Jonas Salk, J. Robert Oppen- 


heimer, Lewis Strauss, Count Bernadotte. 
(Some of these names are mentioned 
elsewhere in the book and can be found 
through the Index.) Listed are such 
equally prominent people as Pablo Picasso, 
Auguste Piccard, Lord Mountbatten, Rob- 
ert Millikan, Archibald MacLeish, Her- 
man Wouk, and Gian-Carlo Menotti. In 
the Biographical Dictionary personal 
names in capital letters comprise the “one 


hundred greatest men and women in his- _ 


tory—so designated by a consensus of 
highest authorities.” The one hundred are 
listed at the end of the section. 

At the end of the Biographical Diction- 
ary is “a brief survey of some of the 
famous collections of biographies.” The 
quality of this page is inconsistent. Some 
sections such as Ancient History and 
Biography and Church Biography are 
well done; other sections are not up to 
date. The 1944 supplement to the Diction- 
ary of American Biography is not men- 
tioned here. Only the original 45 volumes 
of Allgemeine Deutsche Biographie are 
listed, despite supplementary volumes 
issued through 1912. Contemporary biog- 
raphy for France and Germany also is 
not current. If a page of this kind is 
worthy of inclusion, it deserves more com- 
plete, recent, accurate as well as even 
treatment. As it now stands, its value is 
limited. 


The maps in the 6l-page atlas are / 


simple and clear. This section has political 
and commercial maps of the world and 
the United States, maps of the continents, 
Mexico, West Indies, Canada, the polar 
regions, and maps of individual states of 
the United Stetes. These maps are the 
work of the Geographical Publishing 
Company. For the most part the maps de- 
pict recent boundaries. Maps of the United 
States are cluttered with too many place 
names. The commercial map of the United 
States tries to show too much—products, 
highways, railroads, and radio stations as 
well as places. No basis for inclusion of 
places is indicated.

“Preparing for Freshman Mathematics.” 
There are tables of languages, food values, 
and plant diseases. 

Inaccuracies: and omissions remain in 
The Volume Library. Population figures 
are correct for 1950, and many details and 
topics like Salk vaccine, the Nautilus, 
tranquilizers, social security laws, and re- 
cent death dates for various personages 
have been brought up to date. However, 
there are still areas needing accurate, 
uniform information. 

In the Geographical Dictionary mention 
is still made of Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege at State College, Pennsylvania Col- 
lege for Women, Massachusetts State 
College (the names of ail of these have 
been changed for several years), and New 
England Conservatoire of Music (its own 
college catalog Spells this “Conserva- 
tory”). 

Inaccurate statistics are given in the 
ease of Fruit (in the Industrial Diction- 
ary)—‘the annual U.S. output,” with no 
indication of source or date. Some figures 
of the United States yield given are: 
Apples .. . 108,031,000 bushels, The Statis- 
tical Abstract for 1957 gives production 
figures as 131,253,000 bushels in 1949 and 
109,038,000 in 1954. Incorrect figures occur 
under Automobile in the same section. 
The number of motor cars now in the 
world is given at “more than 40 million 
passenger cars... .” Figures in Automo- 
bile Facts and Figures for 1957 give world 
registration for passenger cars in 1956 as 
78,433,321 and passenger car registration 
in the United States as 54,332,295. The 
whole subject of automobiles needs `re- 
vision with attention to paragraphs on 
design, production, and statistics. 

Information about foreign countries is 
too scattered, inconsistent, and inaccurate. 
Material about countries seems to be split 
almost at random between the Geographi- 
cal Dictionary and Historical Dictionary. 
The exact place must be found, as recom- 
mended, in the Index, since cross refer- 


rE 


ences are not always given in the text. 
In the case of Siam, a see reference is 
given in the Geographical Dictionary (as 
well as in the Index) to Thailand in the 
Historical Dictionary. Information which 
should have appeared in the Geographical 
Dictionary under Thailand is scattered 
elsewhere in tables in the book. The his- 
tory ends in 1946, although there were 
political upheavals in 1947 and 1951. Cam- 
bodia appears in the Geographical Dic- 
tionary but not in the Historical Diction- 
ary. Indonesia, Republic of is described 
in both places; many more political his- 
tory details are included in the Geo- 
graphical Dictionary than in the Histori- 
cal Dictionary. Information on countries 
whose status is almost constantly changing 
should be more uniform, should be ac- 
cessible without undue searching, and it 
should be current. Information on old 
and larger countries such as France, 
Egypt, and Japan is also, to some extent, 
repetitive, and it is divided. Since the plan 
of the book calls for a separate Historical 
Dictionary and a Geographical Dictionary, 
instead of repeating, cross references 
could be used; otherwise, the Index should 
very clearly indicate the location of each 
type of information. 

The “thorough cross reference index,” 
which one is advised to consult first, lists 
a subject under broad classifications with _ 
page references duplicated under several . 
entries for the same subject. There is a 
prefatory section describing how to use 
the 87-page Analytical Index with its 
65,000 entries. Entries are arranged alpha- 
betically on five-column pages. The Index 
gives pronunciation of some 5,000 “diffi- 
cult names and names and terms of for- 
eign origin,’ and it indicates by special 
abbreviations (iL, map, bio.) types of en- 
tries. Some not pronounced are as difficult 
to pronounce as those with the indication, 
eg.: Naaman, Naguib, Nagy, Neches. Dia- 
critical marks are not the more familiar 
ones. The Index refers both to long arti- 
cles and to brief mention of a topic. As is 
illustrated by the Index citations of Ire- 
land, information is scattered under too 
many entries, and very often the choice

There is inconsistency and inaccuracy 
in the use of cross references in the Index. 
See references are often references to ad- 
ditional material. See also references are 
used where see references should be used. 

Index entries are not consistent in form, 
and articles are frequently found under 
two different entries for the same subject. 
Die Alpen is also indexed as Alpen, Die; 
Die Konigin von Saba also appears as 
Königin von Gaba [sic]; Everest, Mt., but 
Mt. Ranier [sic]; Kells, Book of, but Book 
of Martyrs and Book of Kings. Although 
Index references cite pages in the text 
accurately, the other deficiencies of the 
Index do not make it an effective tool for 
locating information throughout the book. 

Illustrations include woodcuts, line 
drawings, pen-and-ink sketches, repro- 
ductions of famous color paintings, etch- 
ings, steel engravings, and photographs. 
There are many illustrations, a large 
number of them with sources indicated. 
It is impossible to ascertain dates for 
maps, charts, and tables. The ink is so 
black that it is frequently somewhat diffi- 
cult to define outlines or to gain a good 
perspective. Color pictures are very in- 
ferior. The illustrations, on the whole, 
seem appropriately placed in the text and 
generally are of sufficient currency. 

Available in several bindings, the vol- 
ume, made of English-finish paper, is 
sturdily bound. The paper is not very dur- 
able. The print is clear, but, because of 
the revision of portions, the type does not 
match; nor are the margins always even 
where the replacements are made, thus 
‘detracting from the over-all appearance of 
the articles, In other instances the revi- 
sion takes the form of inserted pages 
(76A, 767B) or apparent omission of pages 
by combining two in one, the changes be- 


ing noticeable only in the page numbering. ' 


In one place unnumbered pages have been 
inserted. “Examination Questions,” put 
between the “Atlas” and the “Index,” cov- 
ers six pages. Large running heads on 
each page plus, in dictionary sections, 
smaller headings for the outer columns of 
each page facilitate use, as do the boldface 


terms being defined and the capitalized 
captions, boldface headings, and italicized 
subheadings for longer articles. 

The Volume Library has been revised 
in many places in an attempt to improve 
it and bring it up to date. It does provide 
much useful and interesting information. 
However, because of unevenness in the 
revision, the inaccuracies and the anti- 
quated information still remaining, the 
incomplete coverage of subject matter, 
and the awkward arrangement of the 
material, The Volume Library is not rec- 
ommended.

Encyclopaedia of Librarianship, edited by 
Thomas Landau. New York, Hafner, 
1958. ix, 334p. 26cm. cloth $10; to 
schools and libraries, 10 per cent dis- 
count, 

Encyclopaedia of Librarianship was 
originally published in England; the 
American edition contains no changes 
other than the imprint. 

The editor, Thomas Landau, librarian 
of the Research Association of Rubber 
Manufacturers, states that the purpose of 
this volume is to “fill the need for a simple 
and comprehensive reference tool which is 
easy to use and of interest to student and 
experienced librarian.” He acknowledges 
the close cooperation of Robert L. Colli- 
son, reference librarian, City of West- 
minster Public Libraries, in the inception 
of this work and in the selection of subject 
specialists and subeditors. He lists 65 
contributors, among whom are Arthur 
Burke Evans, Lionel McColvin, and S. R. 
Ranganathan, eminent in the international 
library world; 61 of these contributors are 
employed in England. 

The scope of the subjects included fol- 
lows the syllabus of the Library Associa- 
tion professional examination, and it is 
fairly evident, although not explicitly 
stated, that it is hoped the book will be of 
value to the candidates taking the quali- 
fying examinations. 

The library terms and definitions in- 
cluded in this work were taken from the 
A.A. Code (Anglo-American Code) pub- 
lished under the title Catalog Rules: 
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Author and Title Entries (Chicago and 
London: American Library Association 
and (British) Library Association, 1907), 
the A.L.A. Glossary of Library Terms 
(Chicago: American Library Association, 
1948), the Librarian’s Glossary (London: 
Grafton & Co., 1938), and a few works as- 
sociated with printing, paper, and allied 
industries. The glossarv in the A.L.A. 
Cataloging Rules for Author and Title 
Entries, 1949, includes entries that appear 
in the larger A.L.A. Glossary of Library 
Terms, so the same definitions appear in 
three or all four of the volumes. 

The editor states the form of the book 
is a “simple alphabetical arrangement in 
the style of an encyclopaedia with articles 
and entries ranging from a few words de- 
fining a term to signed monographs on the 
more important subjects.” Actually, the 
book is a glossary of terms interspersed 
with articles -of varying length dealing 
with specific aspects of lhbrarianship, 
printing, and bookmaking. A survey of the 
entries beginning with L revealed 96 en- 
tries, of which 15 are signed articles vary- 
ing in length from 1 to 11 columns (over 
50 per cent of these are 3 columns or less), 
15 are see references, and 67 are defini- 
tions of terms. Of the 15 signed articles, 6 
use an approach aimed exclusively toward 
users familiar with British library situa- 
tions and terminology, and 6 are articles 
of universal interest, only 2 of which refer 
to the American aspect. One article deals 
with the Library Association, and one 
article gives a very good résumé of the 
Library of Congress classification. 

Since the subject of this volume is li- 
brarianship, it would be expected that the 
L section would have a larger number of 
signed articles than the other sections. 
This view seems borne out by G: 58 
entries—2 signed articles, 7 see references, 
and 49 definitions; and by T: 82 entries— 
4 signed articles, 8 see references, and 70 
definitions. The definitions vary in length 
from a single line to a column, but the 
majority are from three to ten lines. Most 
of the signed articles, and some of the 
definitions, are followed by short biblog- 
raphies of publications, primarily Britisk.

American users should bear in mind 
that British terminology is used, eg.: 
Gramophone record libraries rather than 
Record collections; Mobile libraries rather 
taan Bookmobiles; Book trolley rather 
than Book truck. There is no entry Charg- 
ing machines, although there is a four- 
column article Photo-charging. 

There are several excellent articles 
which transcend the bounds of the re- 
stricted Britisn approach, for example, 
Foreign languages as a professional quali- 
jication and Indexing of books and peri- 
odicals. : 

In any work of this type, there is always 
criticism of material included or excluded. 
In this instance, there are a number of 
surprising omissions: there are no articles 
on individual libraries, although articles 
on classification schemes of individual li- 
braries are included; there is no entry for 
Special libraries as a type, although there 
are entries for other types of libraries, 
and even entries for specific types of spe- 
cial libraries; there is no entry for the 
American Library Association, although 
there are articles Association of Assistant 
Librarians, Library Association, and Aslib; 
no entry for Manuscripts, and manuscripts 
are not mentioned in the articles Book 
auction sales or Book selection (there is a 
brief reference in the article Book-col- 
lecting); no mention of Copy-Flo in the 
entry Xerography; no entries for Adult 
education, Reader’s adviser, Traveling 
card, Audio-visual, Rare books, Govern- 
ment documents, or Documents. 

The arrangement of entries is alphabeti- 
cal; in some instances the practice of 
placement af an entry by the first letter 
of a modifving adjective with no cross 
reference from the noun makes for dif- 
ficulties. For example: Abbreviated cata- 
logue card, with no reference from Cata- 
logue card; Decorated covers, with no 
reference from Covers; Hinged and joint- 
ed plates, with no reference from Plates.

dia, Inc.,.1939-44). Of the 235 contributors, 
40 per cent are from Israel. A check of 
thirteen names of contributors from the 
United States showed five listed in Who’s 
Who in America 1958-1959, two of these

the beautiful new “Enciclo- 
pedia Cultural,” which is the Span- 
ish edition of Compton’s Pictured 
Encyclopedia. "Enciclopedia Cul- 
tural” is published by Union Tipo- 
grafica Editorial Hispano Americana, one 
of the largest publishing houses in Mexico 
Cıty, with branches in 15 other countries, 
including Spain. 

And so a project is successfully con- 
summated that was launched some years 
ago when Sefior Don Jose Gonzales Porto, 
founder and present director-general of 
this important Mexican publishing house, 
came to Chicago to sign a contract with 
F. E. Compton and Company for the rights 
to publish an edition of Compton's wbich 
should be especially adapted for use in all 
Spanish-speaki g countries. 

In the few days that have passed since 
the arrival of “Enciclopedia Cultural” I 
have had time for only the most super- 
ficial acquaintance with this new Spanish 
cousin of Compton’s. Even from my brief 
examination I am intrigued with both the 
similarities and the differences between the 
two works. i 

Since Señor Porto had made extensive 
examination of American encyclopedias 
before he decided that Compton’s was the 
one that most nearly met his needs, it is 
natural that the two encyclopedias should 
follow the same general patterns of or- 
ganization 

Like Compton's, "Enciclopedia Cultural” 
is profusely illustrated and uses interesting 
titles for its major articles. It has an Index 
which locates pictures and items of text 


and includes short, independent articles , 


similar to the Fact Entries in Compton's.

The new work is published in 15 
volumes, and although it has 
slightly fewer pages than Comp- 
ton’s the set looks larger, since it 
is printed on bulkier paper. Page 
designs for the two works are sim- 
ilar though not identical. F 

While much Compton text appears in 
“Enciclopedia Cultural” and many of our 
diagrams and photographs have been used, 
the work has been carefully adapted to the 
culture and special interests of Spanish 
American people. 

-As would be expected, “Enciclopedia 
Cultural” devotes less space to the United 
States than does Compton’s, but it has 
longer articles on the Latin . American 
republics. 

Biographies af many Americans have 
been reduced in length or eliminated, and 
there is extensive coverage in the field of 
Latin American and Spanish biography. 
Art, and specially Painting, is given much 
attention, and each biography of a major 
painter is illustrated with a full-page re- 
production of a painting in color. 

Picture changes are especially interesting. 
In Football, pictures of games in Spanish 
American countries replace.those of the 
United States. The color pictures in Birds 
feature those birds that are native to Mexi- 
co and South America. In Liquids, the 
same plan of diagrams has been used ex- 
cept that charming Spanish children are 
performing the experiments, and in one an 
earthen Mexican pitcher replaces the more 
prosaic glass utensil shown in ours. 

Our agreement with Sefior Porto licenses 
his company to sell in all Spanish American 
countries and. in Spain, Portugal, Brazil, 
and Puerto Rico.

text of the five-volume set. ‘One must re- 
member, however, that this text represents 
largely a 1950-dated body of information 
with a certain amount of updating by the 
supplement in 1956. Volumes I, IJ, II, IV, 
and most of volume V contain the text of 
the 1950 second edition, continuously 
paged throughout the five volumes, with 
the 63 plates (unpaged) of the 1956 sup- 
plement inserted at varying intervals 
throughout. These 63 plates are without 
exception unchanged in pictorial content 
but have in some instances been renamed. 
Twenty new color plates and 20 new 
black-and-white photo plates, unnum- 
bered, have been added. These constitute’ 
20 glossy sheets with recto, color, and 
verso, black and white; or vice versa, four 
color. and four black and white to each 
volume. These represent the only new 
material in the set, which otherwise is a 
reprinting from essentially unchanged 
plates. 

Following the final page of the second- 
edition text, page 2203 in volume V, is the 
“1956 Supplement: Record of Events,” just 
as it follows plate 63 in the 1956 supple- 
ment. Paging is separate as in the original 
supplement, pages 1-19; the “Census of 
the United States, 1950,” pages 20-32, com- 
pletes volume V, just as it constitutes the 
final paging of the 1956 supplement. 

The Preface of the five-volume edition 
refers in the inizial.paragraph to the five- 
volume edition and speaks of added illus- 
trations; but the remainder of the material 
is the same as the Preface of the one-vol- 
ume second edition, with the exception of 
some slight abridgment and rewording 
where the wording of the one-volume 
Preface stipulated a one-volume encyclo- 
pedia. The Acknowledgments which fol- 
low the Preface are taken from the 1956 
supplement and concern only the illus- 
trative material included there. They do 
not make reference to the new illustra- 
tions, although sources, undated, for each 
new plate are given on the plate itself. An 
exception is the double-spread color plate 
“Flags of the Nations” in volume I, which

Martha Graham performs for the first time 
before the television camera in this ballet 
which she made famous on the stage in 1944 
The choreography, by Miss Graham, is based 
on the folk legend of a pioneer wedding in 
the early days of American history. The 
original score by Aaron Copeland which 
won the Pulitzer Prize in Music in 1945 
furnishes a perfect accompaniment. In spite 
of the limitations of the camera movement 
and the poor quality of photography the film 
conveys the strength and vitality of the danc- 
ers. In A dancer’s world (Boox.ist 55:24, S 1 
58) Martha Graham commented on her 

hilosophy of the dance, while members of 
her troupe demonstrated the meaning of her 
words. Appalachian spring provides an op- 
portunity to see Miss Graham in action, which 
is a memorable experience. An explanation 
of the symbolism of this dance, which can be 
readily obtained in various books on the 
ballet, will add to audience enjoyment. Rec- 
ommended for all ages.

This new anthology of children’s lit- 

erature contains complete books, excerpts 
from books (fiction and nonfiction), faiy 
tales, fables, and poetry. The volumes 
are unnumbered but have the following 
titles: Mostly Magic, Wonderful Things 
Happen, Good Times Together, Stories of 
Early America, and Wide, Wonderful 
World for the primary grades; Fun and 
Fantasy, Adventures Here and There, 
Children Everywhere, American Back- 
grounds, and Man and His World for in- 
termediate-grade readers (grades five 
through eight). About 90 per cent of the 
material is still copyrighted. The set in- 
eludes over 600 poems and stories. There 
are 50 complete books. 

According to the publishers, “these 
books represent five large areas of inter- 
est: fun and humor, adventure, children 
everywhere, the story of America and 
science. For each area there are two vol- 
umes, one for children of pre-school and 
primary age, and the other for intermedi- 
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» ate grade readers.” The division into.five 
large areas of interest, with two volumes 


in each field at different levels of reading - 
difficulty, is an interesting and novel ar-— 


rangement. The experienced librarian 
should be able to differentiate the books 
. for older and younger readers. There is 
only a slight variation in the print which 
may not be discovered by the parent or 


child, and titles for the same interest area 


do not indicate that Children Everywhere 
is for upper grades and Good Times To- 
gether is for lower grades. Only the care- 
ful reader of introductions and forewords 
would be aware of the intention. The pro- 
motional material claims that the inter- 
mediate volumes contain literature for 
readers through grade eight. Format and 
content will appeal most to those under 
13 years of age. 

Through Golden Windows may be pur- 
chased in three ways: as a set of ten vol- 
‘umes, in the five-volume grade groupings, 
or as individual volumes. The editor of 
the individual volume introduces the 
theme of her book; for example, Nora 
Beust is responsible for Wonderful Things 
Happen and Adventures Here and There 
and Phyllis Fenner for Mostly Magic and 
Fun and Fantasy. Good Times Together 
and Children Everywhere were edited by 
Dora Smith. These editors are all ex- 
perienced in the field of children’s litera- 
ture. Each volume also contains an in- 
troduction in which Bernice E. Leary 
states the purpose and aims of the 
anthology. 

In her introduction, Bernice E. Leary 
suggests the aims are to give variety and 
inspiration to the child through litera- 
ture and art, to provide interesting read- 


ing for children, to supply basic reading’ 


for a college course in children’s litera- 
ture, and to give parents a basic home 
library. 

An examination of the contents of the 
ten volumes shows that the first of these 
objectives has been achieved in the many 
selections of prose and poetry. As an 
example, in Good Times Together there 
are 46 poems and 32 stories. There are 
stories by such writers as Carolyn Hay- 


wood, Emma Brock, Beverly Cleary, and 
Maj Lindman. There is poetry by A. A. 
Milne, Christopher Morley, Marchette 
Chute, and Eleanor Farjeon. The Subject 
Index which each volume contains makes 
it easy for parent or teacher to locate a 
story to demonstrate an idea. For exam- 
ple, in Children Everywhere the subjects 
covered include Character, Nature, and 
Friendliness. Many selections contain 
original illustrations. Illustrators include 
Ludwig Bemelmans, Thomas Handforth, 
Robert McCloskey, E. H. Shepard, and 
many others. 

The ten volumes contain a rich sampling 
of children’s books predominantly Ameri- 
can. The representations ‘from other 
countries: are chiefly from’ the classics 
such as A Christmas Carol by Charles 
Dickens, Pinocchio by Carlo Collodi, and 
Andersen’s Fairy Tales. Thus, there is 
no Borrowers, no Emil and the Detectives, 
and no Babar, although there are three 
stories each by Carolyn Haywood and 
Eleanor Estes. 

The second aim, that of providing in- 
teresting reading for children, is well at- 
tained by bringing together many popu- 
lar, amusing, easy-to-read stories by such 


~ authors as Ruth Gannett, Ludwig Bemel- 


mans, Margaret Wise Brown, James 
Daughtery, William Péne du Bois, and 
Beatrix Potter in an inviting format. 

The attractive, sturdy format in pastel 
colors of green, mauve, blue, and pink and 
the. lavish use of color and illustration 
throughout the text and on covers, end 
papers, and title pages will have a strong 
appeal for youthful readers. The publish- 
er says that of the 1,798 illustrations which 
appear “original art was commissioned 
for slightly more than half the stories, 
especially for most of the four-color 
pages.” It is heartening to note that so 
little of the original text has been changed 
and that so many of the original illus- 
trations have been included. .

course in children’s literature. Students 
should be reading complete books rather 
than excerpts. 

The fourth aim, providing a basic home 
library, is reached because these volumes 
will be a great boon to the parent who is 
unfamiliar with children’s books. They 
will also form a delightful but limited 
nucleus for the home library, for it is not 
well that children be left with only one 
chapter from Treasure Island and two 
chapters from The Adventures of Tom 
Sawyer. Since the chapters are selected 
for their interest as episodes and since 
there is no easy access to the information 
that more may be found about Tom 
Sawyer in the complete book, the child 
may too easily take the anthology as a 
collection of complete stories. 

In spite of the fact that the Introduction 
says “. . . selections are loosely tied to- 
gether into related units,” the arrange- 
ment within each volume seems purely 
arbitrary with prose, long and short selec- 
tions, excerpts, and complete works in- 
termingled with poetry. For instance, in 


Wonderful Things Happen we find a com- 
plete story about Switzerland including 
some of the original illustrations followed 
by a chapter about Buffalo Bill The next 
items are poems called “Adventure,” “My 
Airplane,” and “Hayride.” The intersper- 
sion of poetry throughout the volumes 
should captivate many persons unlikely to 
read a volume of poetry. 

The volumes on the United States 
(American Backgrounds and Stories of 
Early America) and on science (Wide 
Wonderful World and Man and His 
World) are arranged with stories and 
poems divided under subject headings. - 

Each volume contains its own table of 
contents, acknowledgments, postscript list- 
ing the complete books from which ex- 
cerpts were taken, subject index, and list 
of illustrators. In spite of these it is diffi- 
cult for the reader to ascertain whether 
the story is a complete one or an excerpt 
from a book. 

The selections in Through Golden Win- 
dows have been made from much of the 
most popular and best in children’s litera- 
ture, the physical make-up of the volumes 
is inviting, and there is a generous use of 
illustration, The volumes may be pur- 
chased separately. The set presents a gen- 
erous introduction to reading for chil- 
dren from the youngest up to 12 years at 
a reasonable price. On the other hand 
there are certain limitations: loss of in- 
dividuality which any author’s or illus- 
trator’s work suffers when gathered into 
uniform volumes, difficulty of following 
through tc the original stories, and the 
concentration upon some authors to the 
exclusion of others. In spite of these 
handicaps Through Golden Windows is 
one of the most attractive anthologies of 
children’s literature published to date. It 
is recommended for the home where easy 
access to libraries and bookstores is lim- 
ited and for the smaller school library. 
Most public libraries and large school li- 
braries will have all the storles and poems 
which are included, but they will find the 
set attractive and useful for browsing and 
supplementary reading. Reference use of 
this set is very limited.

Pictured Knowledge consists of 14 con- 
tinuously paged text volumes. - Articles 
varying in length from 1 to 32 pages are 


classified by 16 areas of interest: Our 
World and Its People, The World’s Work, 
These United States, Rhymes and Tales, 
Friends and Neighbors, Natureland, Pic- 
ture Essay, The Lively Arts, Oddities, Ca- 
reers, The World’s Great Books, Science 
and Life, Animals and Pets, Hobbies and 
Crafts, Our Heritage, and Art. Some in- 
terest areas are represented by an illus- 
` trated article in almost every volume, 
others appear in few volumes. Career in- 
formation is in every volume, but Hobbies 
and Crafts, Our Heritage, and The Lively 
Arts are represented in only three to six 
volumes. Each volume has a table of con- 
tents, “What You Will See and Read in 
This Volume,” which lists articles under 
each interest area, The topical arrange- 
ment scatters throughout the set the ma- 
terial about a single topic and subjects 
related to it. For example, there are seven 
articles relating to medicine in five differ-

ent volumes, but there are no cross refer- 
ences in the text relating one article to 
another, and they are not brought to- 
gether in the Index. This scattered topical 
arrangement makes for undue searching 
or loss of material. 

There is no apparent basis for the choice 
of material or for the length of the arti- 
cles. Some obscure topics are given many 
pages while subjects of general interest 
to any age group are treated briefly or 
not at all. Eighteen pages are given to 
pictures of The Rogers’ Groups (statuettes 
for the mantelpiece popular in the last 
century), and twenty-two pages are de- 
voted to Cybernetics, while the article on 
dogs is only seven pages long. There is 
nothing about trees or the identification 
of trees and leaves. There are articles 
about Rome, Greece, and the Renaissance, 
but there is very little United States his- 
tory. There is an article entitled The New 
World, a section containing a picture and 
a paragraph about each President, and 
brief references to United States history 
in articles throughout the set. However, 
there is no separate article on United 
States history, nor at any point in the In- 
dex are all these scattered references 
brought together under one heading. 

The title of the set promised pictures, 
and the publishers live up to this promise. 
There is hardly a page without a picture 
of some sort. Color pictures predominate, 
and some of the photographs, for example 
those on Vermont, New Hampshire, and 
Massachusetts in the articles on the New 
England states, are very attractive. How- 
ever, too many of the color illustrations 
are inferior in quality, as, for example, 
those in the article on the Seven Wonders 
of the World. 

The text throughout the set is written 
in an informal narrative style but is often 
interrupted for two or three pages by full- 
page illustrations. Under the headings 
These United States and The World’s Work 
there are more articles over 30 pages in 
length than in any other interest areas. 
However, the profusion of pictures still 
permits little text even in these longer 
articles.

The Index, found in the second half of 
volume 14, is a combination of alphabeti- 
cal and topical arrangement, with no ex- 
planation as to its use. By means of three 
sizes of print and three strengths of type. 
as well as three indentions, distinction 
is made between the large important top- 
ics with their subheadings and the less 
important topics listed singly. For ex- 
ample, Pacific States stands out in large 
boldface type, while each individual state 
in that group is listed under this heading 
in smaller, lighter type and the state’s 
subdivisions are indented and listed in 
alphabetical order in still lighter lower- 
case type. There is a see reference from 
each of these states in its alphabetical 
place to the larger topic Pacific States. 
The subjects listed in the Index are often 
long and involved with many inversions, 
such as ballet, form of modern; Three 
Cornered Hat, The Story of; eagle, out- 
spread wings of an; history, flowers in. 

The Index shows evidence of poor edit- 
ing. In some instances there are refer- 
ences to pages where the material is too 
brief to be of use or where the subject 
is not discussed at all but the word merely 
appears in a single sentence. Under the 
general topic planet, birth of our there are 
two columns with a total of 104 subhead- 
ings listed. Of this total, only 21 refer- 
ences are more than one page in length.

Collier’s Encyclopedia began publication 

in 1949; all 20 volumes were completed in 

1951, and a corrected set was issued in 

1952. A preliminary review, based on the 

first 6 volumes, appeared in Subscription 

Books Bulletin, July 1950, followed by a 

review of all 20 volumes in July 1952. 

Since then the editors have conducted a 

program of continuous revision, issuing at 

least one revision annually. The present 

Subscription Books Committee review is 

the first to be made of an edition produced 

under this program. 

This review is based upon a comparison 
of the 1949-1951 copyright edition (for 
convenience hereafter referred to as the 
1949 edition) and the 1959 copyright revi- 
sion. 

In general scope, purpose, arrangement, 
and format the encyclopedia remains 
largely the same. The Foreword of the 
1959 edition says it is “planned, written, 
continuously revised and kept up to date 
for the general public, the student, the 
scientist, and the scholar, for young and 
old from the upper grade level through 
high school and college to the most ad- 
vanced levels. . . .” It is designed to be 
“a comprehensive summary of human 
knowledge.” These statements agree sub- 
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stantially with Collier’s expressed purpose 
and-scope in' 1949,’ In its now easily rec- 
ognizable . binding of black buckram 
` stamped in gold and red, it continues ‘its 
letter-by-letter alphabetization and ar- 
_ rangement on a double-columned page. 
The distinguishing feature of publishing 
all bibliographies ‘together'as a unit i in the 
_ final volume preceding the Index is also 
. continued. The print is clear and ‘easy to 


`` _ read, and the relative-proportion of mono- 


graphic and short articles seems to remain 
generally the same. ` 

Pronunciation is still indicated by the 
same modification of the International 
Phonetic Association system used in 1949, 
the key to which now:appears on the end 
papers of each volume. .The full explana- 
tion of the system which formerly- ap- 
peared in each volume has been ‘omitted. 
- As in the earlier edition, most articles are 
initialed, but the’ key to signatures is now 
given in volume 1 only, where a compre- 
hensive list of over 2,000 contributors with 
their qualifications also appears: The for- 
mer listing of each volume’s contributors 
'_ at the beginning of the volume has been 

discontinued. 

-` As might be expected, the editorial staff 

--has undergone changes. William T., Couch 
‘ has been editor in chief since 1952. David 
` Crawford is. managing editor, Robert H. 
Blackburn, librarian of the University of 
Toronto, fills an added: position as con- 
sultant for Canada, and Joseph T. Gleason 
appears in an added post, consultant for 


, . schools. Louis Shores remains as library 


consultant and advisory editor. The list of 
departmental ‘advisers is much the same, 
as are the standards and qualifications for 
contributors and advisers. There are, how- 
ever, many new contributors. Contributors 
‘ and, advisers are drawn heavily ‘from 
university faculties. ‘ 

Probably the most noticeable change in 
. arrangement is in the Bibliography. Books 


‘under each broad ‘subject are now in~ 


_ dividually numbered, and these numbers 
are employed in the Index as references 


instead of the former method of citing | 


column. This facilitates locating books on 


a, subject in the Bibliography. The Bibli- 


ography has been expanded from 140 to 


177 pages, with corresponding expansion 
in many subjects. The bibliography section 
on Latin American history, for ınstance, 
has been enlarged from 65 to 196 refer- 
ences. The subsection on oil and gas in the 
section Mining and Metallurgy has also 
been expanded, and the section Sports and 
Games updated. As before, the Bibliog- 
raphy aims’to include only books which 
are easily available. There is eviderice, 
however, that more recent editions are oc- 
casionally overlooked. 

‘In a letter prepared for librarians and 
educators the editor in chief states that 
over 1,700 new or revised articles are in 
the 1959 edition. A partial check shows 


extensive revision, but it also gives evi-~- 


dence’ for some doubt that all’ articles 
scheduled for revision have actually been 
revised. The publisher provided the Sub- 
scription Books Committee with a list of 


‘new and revised articles in the 1959 edi- 


tion. In a sampling consisting of 116 arti- 
cles which were on this list dated January 
5, 1959, 15 (or almost 13 per cent) were 
new articles, and 80 (or approximately 69 


-per cent) showed some signs of revision 


by updating by ‘change of dates, statistics, 
or similar brief information. But 21 (or 18

As might be expected, there.are exten- 
sive new articles Space Travel and Space 
Satellites, Artificial, the first by Willy Ley, 
well-known writer on space science, and 


secretary, U.S. National Committee for the 
International Geophysical Year, National 
Academy of Science. Both articles are pro- 
fusely illustrated in black and white and 
in color and contain diagrams and charts. 
Information includes data on Explorer 1v, 
launched July 27, 1958. 

Among other new articles are Mythol- 
ogy, Optometry, Petrochemicals, Air Pol- 
lution, Nuclear Engineering, Nostradamus, 
West Indies (federation), and Weaving, 
indicating that the editors revise noncur- 
rent as well as current materials..

Numerous biographical articles have 
been.added, among them articles on James 
T. Farrell, Charles Morgan, Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, Richard Nixon, Charles E. Bohlen, 
and Cole Porter. 

The article Television has Dei exten- 

-sively revised. It contains new material on 
advertising in television, governmental 
controls, educational television, closed 
circuit and toll TV, program production, 
and a glossary of television terms. The 
article Phobia has been rewritten and in- 
cludes an enlarged list of common phobias. 
Pulp and Paper Industry, also rewritten, 
contains a new page chart on the manu- 


facture of paper, a new large scale picture 


of a Fourdrinier machine, and added 
'tables. A section on the properties and 
effects of strontium-90 has been added to 
Strontium. . g 

The article Eucharist has been com- 


pletely rewritten in two sections, one by a 


Protestant and the other by a Roman 
Catholic theologian. This is in accordance 


with a new policy of presenting religious ` 


articles dealing with Catholic and Protes- 
tant views in separate sections. by promi- 
nent scholars of each religion. 

Revision also involves the necessitv of 
leaving out.material to make way for that 
added. In a sample survey of volume 15, 
30 articles were found omitted from the 
new edition. Such omissions are frequently 
short geographical articles of a gazetteer 
type whose loss is of little importance for 
average library use but might be impor- 
tant for home use. In a few instances in- 
formation has been transferred to other 
headings. More often, omitted articles re~ 
peated information given elsewhere. Simi- 
larly, in revised articles added space for 
new material is frequently gained by omit- 
ting information which is given in other 
articles on the same subject. For instance, 
the article Mormons, which has been ex- 


tensively revised, now omits details of the 


early revelations to Joseph Smith, which

ment of organization and doctrine. 


Current articles are generally up to date 


through 1957 and frequently include 


events of 1958. In the article New York 
(State) population estimates are given as 
of 1957. Thailand includes the overthrow 
of Pibun on September 18, 1957. Fashion 
refers to a style of 1957. Iraq describes the 
1958 revolt. The article on De Gaulle cov- 
ers his succession as premier on June 1, 
1958. Polar Regions mentions the Fuchs- 
Hillary crossing of Antarctica in March, 
1958. The awarding of the Nobel prize to 
Boris Pasternak and his rejection of it in 
November, 1958, are mentioned. 

On the other hand, the article on Ferenc 
Nagy extends only to 1951, although the 
Hungarian revolt and Nagy’s death are 
covered in Hungary. The article on the 
Suez Canal ends in October, 1956. More 
recent material can be found in Egypt, 
reference to which can be found through 
the Index. American Literature makes no 
mention of such recent writers as Truman 
Capote, J. D. Salinger, James Jones, Car- 
son McCullers, James Gould Cozzens, 
Peter Viereck, and Karl Shapiro. 

Reference to the Little Rock school 
situation is confined to a brief mention of 
the 1957 events in the article United States 
History where it can be located by a refer- 
ence in the Index under education in the 
United States—segregation. There is no 
mention of it in the article or Index under 
Little Rock. Nor is there mention of 
American school integration problems in 
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the article Education in the United ‘States. 


There is no article on segregation, as such, 
though there are Index entries segregation 


. and integration which lead to brief men- 


tion in the general article United States 
History. In short, this topic does not seem 
to be adequately covered for an encyclo- 
pedia designed for” students and the gen- 
eral reader. ` 

Sometimes attempts to ‘be up to daie 
misfire unavoidably as when the Boeing

‘In comparison with the 1949 edition, the 
1959 revision makes use of fewer cross 
references from a specific to a more gen- 
eral term (e.¢., Oraon, see Asiatic tribes). 
See also references continue to be used at 
the end of.articles (e.g., Space Travel, see 
also Guided Missiles; Rocket; Space Satel- 
lites, Artificial). There is also some indica- 
tion of a decrease in see references refer- 
ring to the actual heading under which the 


` material is found (eg. Nuclear energy, 


see Atomic energy). Increased reliance on 
the Index is therefore necessary. As with 


`- the 1949 edition, intensive use of the Index 


is also necessary because of the continued 
method of scattering material by the form 
of headings of articles. There seems to be 
a marked preference for adjectives at the 
beginning of headings (e.g., elementary 
education instead of Education, Elemen- 


_ tary, Gothic architecture instead of Archi- 


tecture, Gothic. This means that several 
different volumes must frequently be can- 
sulted for related information. 

The Index generally follows the pattern 
of the earlier edition. It is slightly shorter, 
having 783 pages as compared with 790. 
The change in the method of referring to 


` 


ever. While large subjects in the Index 


are broken down into specific headings 
(for example, “Middle Ages” which is 


subdivided into art, literature, history, 
economics, and other headings) such sub- 
heads refer only to references in other 
than main articles. If the main article is a 
long one, this means that an extensive’ 
search through several pages is necessary 
to find a specific item. 

The publishers state that over 900 new 
illustrations, including 12 pages of color 
plates, have been added to the 1959 revi- 
sion. A comparison of the two editions 
shows frequent changes of illustrations in 
articles, not always for any apparent rea- 
son. Illustrations are clear and sharp, even ' 


‘showing, in some instances, improvement 
‘over the satisfactory illustrations of the 


earlier’ edition. 

Rand McNally has continued to N SA 
the maps, both the colored plates and the 
black-and-white inset maps. These cover 
states and possessions of the United States 
and important countries and areas of the 
world. They have, been revised for im- 


.portant changes. 


Collier’s Encyclopedia continues to be a 
major reference work, giving indication of 
extensive revision since 1949. The com- 
ment of Subscription Books Bulletin in 
1952 still applies. The encyclopedia makes 
“accessible to the layman and student re- 
cent and authoritative material in read- 
able style.” It is recommended for high 
school, college. university. and public 
libraries and for home use.

The jargon of rocketry and missiles is 
largely mystifying to the general populace, 
and so specialized has the field become 
that even the subspecialist may occa- 
sionally find himself at a loss. To bring 
together “as many as possible of the facts 
and theories concerning the new technol- 
ogy of rocket propulsion” has been the 
editors’ aim during the five years’ study 
and research required for the production 
of this work. Selection of those terms con- 
sidered essential to understanding has 
been made from writings of the past dec- 
ade, and provision of adequate illustrative 
material is intended to clarify the expla- 


‘nations further. The text is designed in 


part for practicing technologists, with de- 
tailed amplification which is appropriate 
to the abilities of high school graduates. 
Emphasis is placed upon propulsion, with 
no coverage of guidance, tracking, or pur- 
pose of the rockets. 

The editors are associated with United 
States firms prominent in technological 
developments; the associate editor, of 
British origin, is also the author of a num- 
ber of popular and technical works in the 
areas of satellites, guided weapons, and 
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rocketry. Acknowledgment of assistance 
is made to 72 industrial organizations and 
' government agencies. In the Appendix ap- 
pears a Bibliography of 105 references 
published from 1925 to 1958, which were 
“consulted in making this encyclopedia a 
work’ of authority.” These include five 
by the associate editor and range from 
popular speculation to highly technical 
research reports. Photo credits by figure 
number are also included in the Appen- 
dix under “organization”; it would be dif- 
ficult to ascertain source for any particu- 
lar illustration. Authorship of articles is 
not indicated. 

Arrangement is alphabetical, with non- 
inverted entries used in cases of multiple 
words or phrases. Thus, modifying adjec- 
- tives are used as entry words, and some 
scattering of related material occurs. Usu- 
ally, internal cross references counteract 
this scattering. However, reference is often 
lacking from modified terms to the entry 
word or to related sections; for example, 
Acceptance Test makes no mention of the 
24 pages of entries beginning with Test, 
or vice versa. Each article contains two 
parts: a concisely worded technical defini- 
tion followed by an explanation still uti- 
lizing specialized terminology but provid- 
ing detailed description of materials, 
equipment, functioning, and even mathe- 
matical analysis. Within the articles, italics 
mark words and phrases having separate 
entries elsewhere. The 458 drawings, pho- 
tographs, and graphs are well chosen for 


clarity and pertinence. These are keyed ' 


to the text by “callouts” (word labels 
within the illustration), the corresponding 
word in the text being in boldface type. 
With figure numbers cited, reference from 
article to picture is facilitated, but it is 
sometimes difficult to relate picture to ar- 
ticle without searching through many of 
the latter. 

In terms of completeness, the encyclo- 
pedia appears to achieve its aims within 
certain limits to be noted. In such an 
intensive and rapidly changing field, it is 
undoubtedly already lacking in many re- 
spects. However, no comparable compila- 
tion is known; nearest in scope is Dic- 


tionary of Guided Missiles and Space 
Flight, Merrill Grayson, ed. (Princeton: 
Van Nostrand, 1959). However, the latter 


ranges considerably farther into physics, 


astronomy, celestial navigation, and other 
fields and provides only major-topic, gen- 
eral coverage on rockets and propulsion. 
While Rocket Encyclopedia Ilustrated is 
largely a working technologist’s reference 
book, it will also be helpful in answering 
the serious student’s questions. The non- 
technical, popular inquiry will be thwarted 
by the language, and some basic and 
popularly used terms are not to be found. 
For example, “count down” does not ap- 
pear, but under Sequence Starting an or- 
derly explanation is provided. Ram jets, 
and pulse jet engines have no entries, 
although related discussion of the former 
appears under Ram-rocket Engine and 
Rocket-ramjet Engine. Well-known nick- 
names such as Matador, Atlas, Thor, Nike, 
Ajax are not found, although illustrations 
appear (with names in captions) in expla- 
nation of types and phenomena. On the 
other hand, the compilation is rich in the 
vernacular; Choking, Chuffing, Chugging, 
Cigarette-burning Grain, and Cleanup are 
a sequence typical of many terms to be 
found. 

Although biographical entries were 
originally planned and information gath- 
ered, the editors. concluded that rapid 
changes in the field made for undue obso- 
lescence and omissions. Thus, only a few 
persons of historical note are included, 
such as Goddard, Oberth, and Von Kar- 
man (who provided the book’s Foreword). 
Von Braun, Ley, and others well known 
in the field are not present. Coverage of 
rocket centers is uneven. Peenemiinde 
and Kummersdorf are here, but not Red- 
stone, Cape Canaveral, or White Sands. 
Thirteen events are recorded under Fa- 
mous Rocket Firsts, without reference to 
or from related articles; for example, the 
description of the first rocket-sled experi: @ 
ments is not tied in with Rocket Sled. 
History and description of activities are 
provided for a number of ‘national and 
local rocket societies and organizations. 

The Appendix includes, in addition to 
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A carefully selected list of important books that are certain 
to continue in active demand. All are recommended by library 
media and are basic for the library market. Starred titles 
have been professionally recommended for Young Adult collections.

(The pitfall of National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics versus National 
Association of Cost Accountants is marked, 
with the latter being the only nonscience 
item listed.) A final section lists nine 
pages of symbols used in rocket (and 
other scientific) parlance; dimensions and 
equivalent formulas are provided where 
appropriate to a term. 

In format, the dark brown fabrikoid 
smyth-sewed binding provides good wear- 
ing and opening qualities. The text is 
printed by offset from typescript, in justi- 
fied two-column pages. The use of thé 
same boldface type for article heads and 
illustration-term tie-ins causes some con- 
fusion. The offset work is satisfactory, 
although a few light pages were noticed. 

Rocket Encyclopedia Ilustrated offers 
carefully composed, well-illustrated defi- 
nitions and explanations in a highly spe- 
cialized field which is becoming of increas- 





ingly wide interest. While its textual ap- 
pearance is not as pleasing as a typeset 
work, its content should be of value to 
specialists and serious students of this sci- 
ence. The small publie or school library 
may find it less suitable than some of the 
more popular books on rockets. It is suit- 
able and recommended for the university, 
college, medium and large public, or spe- 
cial library that has a collection and cli- 
entele who delve more deeply into techni- 
cal areas. ,

Some of 
the personalities are more effectively por- 
trayed through this medium than others, and 
interest in the individual titles will vary in 
each community. On the whole, the series is 
recommended for adult audiences interested in 
a mature and thoughtful consideration of im- 
portant topics. The films lend themselves ad- 
mirably to correlation with library book talks 
or displays; they can be used for discussion 
and for programming in a variety of ways, in- 
cluding showing examples of the vitality and 
wisdom which can accompany old age. 


A CONVERSATION WITH Berrranp RUSSELL. Lord 
Russell, philosopher, mathematician, Nobel 
Prize winner, and nonconformist, admits on 
the eve of his eightieth birthday that today he 
would take up physics, history, mass psycholo- 
gy, and the -heory of politics rather than ab- 
stract philosophy. His mind is as and 
clear as in his early days. His uno. dox 
views on education, democracy, and world 
government are uttered with a twinkling eye 
and disarming humor. The film closes with 
shots of a revolving bookcase display of his 
book New hopes for a changing world (Boox- 
List 48:178, F 1 52), in which he conveys as he 
does in the film his strong feelings that, in spite 
of the possibilities of dreadful times ahead, 
mankind will emerge in a happier world.

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A CONVERSATION WITH Davin Ben-Gurion. The 
Prime Minister of Israel is interviewed at his 
home in Tel Aviv by Robert Graff, NBC com- 
mentator. The portrait of a dedicated man with 
a scholarly approach to current issues emerges 
as he talks with quiet intensity about the past 
and future of his country. He considers politi- 
cal activity a duty rather than a pleasure and 
feels that man’s greatest happiness comes 
through creative work. He reviews the changes 
since he first came to Palestine in 1908 and dis- 
cusses his own definition of: Zionism and his 
faith m truth and justice. He also stresses the 
importance ‘of reading. It is often difficult to 
catch his words although the pace is slow, but 
there.is much food for thought in what he says. 


A CONVERSATION WITH Dr. Ernest Jones. Dr. 
Jones, author of The | hfe and work of Sigmund 
Freud (Booxtisr 50:76, O 15 53; 52:74, O 15 55; 
Er 134, N 157), is interviewed by Lionel Trill- 
ing. The conversation concerns the last days 
of Freud—whose greatest contribution to psy- 
choanalysis according to Dr. Jones is the im- 
portance of early childhood experiences—rela- 


tions between parent and child, parents’ sense , 


of guilt, and the importance of psychoanalysis 
to modern life. Jones also work with 
children in dance clinics and its value in 
helping develop mature people. A highly in- 
teresting and stimulating conversation on the 
value of the contribution of psychoanalysis to 
modern man. Will be of interest to parents as 
well as social workers and psychologists. 


A CONVERSATION WITH Frank LLOYD WRIGHT. A 
distinguished American architect discusses his 
theories and philosophy with NBC’s Hugh 
- Downs. Pictures of some of his most famous 
buildings are shown as he explains how or- 
ganic architecture differs from modern archi- 
tecture and how the sites determined the char- 
acteristics of his buildings. Approaching ninety 
when the film was made, Wright was still pun- 
gent, witty, and delightfully arrogant. This 
makes for a pleasant and provocative half hour 
filled with interesting facts and controversial 
statements. Wright’s zest for living is evident 
as is his feeling that his next building would 
always be his greatest achievement. His recent 
death and the opening of his last creation, the 
Guggenheim Museum in New York, Should 
widen the interest in, this film. 


A CONVERSATION WITH Pasio Casars. In this 
conversation between Casals and an American 
student Casals reveals his background and 
training, his philosophy of music, and the prog- 
ress of his career as soloist and conductor, An 
old recording of “Oh, dry those tears” is played 
as Casals recalls his collaboration with violinist 
Jacques Thibaud and pianist Alfred Cortot in 
an internationally acclaimed ensemble in the 
1920's.

The second part deals with conditions after 
World War 1, achievements of women in many 
different flelds, and their work for peace, eco- 
nomic equality, and legal rights. The first part 
is an exciting story of courage and determina- 
tion; the second part lacks the excitement of 
the first and is somewhat diffused. As a whole 
the work is useful for its portrayal-of historic 
and social’ trends and is recommended for 
young people and adults.

In the preface titled To Our Readers, ` 


the statement is made: “Into this encyclo- 
. pedia have been put the most importan: 
facts of modern knowledge.” A check of 
the number of articles in the first three 
volumes (257) indicates that more than 
1,300 topics are included in the set. Cov- 
, ering the same part of the alphabet (A- 
Cereals), Britannica Junior, an encyclo- 
pedia also designed for the elementary 
grades but differing in aims and reading 
level, and higher in price, has 799 articles 
- or more than three times as many as The 
Golden Book Encyclopedia. A check cf 
the P entries reinforces these findings. 
Britannica Junior lists 257 articles to 98 
for The Golden Book Encyclopedia. Many 
of the same subjects appear in both. Only 
Britannica Junior has material under 
these headings: Pacific Islands, Palestine, 
Panama, Parliament, Parliamentary Law, 
Patrick, St., Patriotic Societies, People, 
Photoelectric Cell, Plows and Plowing, 
Plymouth, Mass., Pocahontas, Poetry, 
` Polar Exploration, Police, ` Population, 
Pottery and color reproductions under 


Painting. Conversely, only The Golden 


Book Encyclopedia has material under 
these, headings: Paricutín, Passenger 
Pigeon, Patriotic Songs, Patriots, Peat, 
. Pebbles, Percussion Instruments, Per- 
petual Motion, Pets, Planets, Plant Faz- 
tories, Pony Express. : 

Approximately 40 per cent of the arti- 
cles are in the field of pure and applied 
sciences; about 19 per cent are blographt- 
cal sketches. 

Articles in The Golden Book Encyclo- 
pedia tend to be brief, rarely exceeding a 
page and more often running to a column 
or less. Exceptions are the articles on 
countries and an, occasional general arti- 
cle, e.g, History, a pictorial chronology 
with some text which covers twelve. pages. 
Considering the size of the print, which 
is larger than that used in Britannica 
Junior, Compton’s Pictured Encyclopedia, 
or The World Book, coverage is conspicu- 


ously less than in the other sets. For ex- 
ample a comparison of the articles on 
Alaska produces the following: The Gol- 
den Book Encyclopedia, 2 pages (approx. 
550 words); The World Book, 19 pages 
(approx. 15,000 words); Britannica Junior, 
17 pages (approx. 6,600 wonds). 

Even though most of the topics are 
specific, eg., Skin, Skin Diving, Skunk, 
Sky, Skyscraper, information given is still 
inadequate for the purposes for which an 
average .elementary~grade child would 
consult an encyclopedia. For broader 
topics, considerable necessary data have 
been’ omitted. For example, England’s 
History is allotted only two pages of text 
supplemented by a page of illustrations. 
Articles on the United States omit any 
reference to government or educational 
facilities; the historical references tend 
to be limized to pioneer life. Articles on 
foreign countries, where the coverage is 
quite uneven, are very general with no 
reference to the government or major 


contributions of the country. Any teacher 


requesting a report'on, for example, Iran 
or Iraq in the fourth or fifth grade would 
not accept the limited information ob- 
tained here. 

Statistics are sufficiently accurate. In 
most cases figures are rounded off or an 
approximate figure is given. For states 
and countries, area figures are exact while 
population figures are rounded off. 

Information as recent as 1958 is in- 
cluded. The article Alaska states, “On 
July 7, 1958, the President of the United 
States signed a bill to make Alaska the 
country’s 49th and newest state.” The 
article Iraq concludes, “In 1958, the peo- 


ple of Iraq overthrew their king. The’ 


country became a republic.” Under South 
Pole can be found, “No submarine will 
ever cross the South Pole as the ‘Nautilus’ 
in 1958 crossed the North Pole.” 
Articles are written in an informal, per- 
sonal style, much. as an adult might an- 
swer a child. Unfortunately, this attempt 
to cover “the most important facts” for 
middle graders in an entertaining style 
has produced information that is often 
sketchy, poorly organized, and sometimes

Despite the use of short sentences and 
the repetition of words, a check of 15 
articles—selected at 50-page intervals— 
by the Dale-Chall formula indicates* a 
reading difficulty of fifth grade and above. 
A check on four of the Dale-Chall scores, 
using the Lorge and Wheeler formulas, 
substantiates these findings, although the 
“Lorge index tended to be somewhat lower 
' than the Dale-Chall score. Even then, 
only one fell below fifth grade in difficulty. 
This bears out the publisher’s statement. 
that “the overall rating of reading diffi- 
culty is fifth grade.” Since the publisker 
intended to provide an encyclopedia for 
the middle .grades (3 through 6) these 
findings would indicate that the reading 
level aim has been realized. Unfortunate-

given for the following entry’ words:

Khan:. No pronunciation key is provided 


` for Etiquette, Fabre, Faraday, Fossils, 


Galaxy, Geysers. In the P’s, pronuncia- 
tion is’ given only for Paricutín and Polio- 
myelitis. No key is given to the pronun- 
ciation scheme since it is phonetic. 

In the supermarket and trade editions 
there are 16 continuously paged volumes 
of approximately 93 pages each..The set 
is arranged alphabetically by subject. Not 
all topics beginning with the same letter 
appear in a single volume, even though 
this is an arrangement generally accepted 
as the most suitable for the elementary- 
school child. The.section of the alphabet 
covered is indicated at the top of the spine 


‘in small but clear lettering, e.g, D-Ep, 


Er-Ge. The special library edition com- 
bines two volumes in one to make an 
eight-volume set with 192 pages in each 
volume. 

The alphabetic arrangement is supple- 
mented by numerous cross references ap- 
pearing at the ends of articles. Some un- 
evenness in cross references was noted. 
Animal Kingdom has.only two cross refer- 


ences, (Invertebrates, Vertebrates)’ al- 


though the Index contains references to - 
41. entries, including Carnivorous Animals, 
Domesticated Animals, Hoofed Animals 
Omnivorous Animals. Birds refers to 
Game Birds, Poultry, Songbirds, and Wa- 
ter Birds, but does not suggest looking 
under specific names of birds, such as 
Canary, Dodo, and Eagles, for which there 
are individual articles. Perhaps this is not 
necessary since the Index does. list them, 
but it lessens the value of the references. 

Volume 16 includes an Index of 22 
thrée-column pages. Subjects are printed 
in boldface type followed by volume and 
page in red for the main article. Supple- 
mentary references are indented beneath

the entry with volume and page (Canary 
3-254) in black. A check of all G entries 
uncovered a number of errors. In several 
cases the page given is incorrect. For ex- 
ample, three page errors were located in 
the listing of events pictured in the chro- 
nology under History. Glands is found on 
page 199, not 1999. There is no mention 
of either Galileo or the telescope on page 
16 of volume 1. An even more serious 


_ weakness is the fact that the Index lists - 


topics under headings that cannot be lo- 


cated on the page given. For example, 


. “gametophytes 6-514” leads the reader to 
an article on ferns which does not contain 
the word “gametophytes.”. In neither the 
Index nor the article is this reference ex- 
plained. Under genetics, which does not 
have a specific entry in the encyclopedia, 
eight references are listed. Not one of 
these articles ‘mentions the word “genet- 
ics.” The Index must be further criticized 
for listings (under’ subject) contributing 
little or nothing to the reader’s knowledge. 
For example, under glass is listed “archi- 


tectural uses 1-83” (“With steel beams to. 


_support the building, walls do not have 
to be so strong. They can be made of 
glass or aluminum.”), 3-223 (“But many 
of our building materials are man-made. 
They had to be invented. Brick, steel,

The title page states that the set is 
“dramatically illustrated with more than ' 
6,000 color pictures.” The set is very 
colorful with about half of every page 


_ occupied by full-color illustrations sup- 


plementing the text. Some of these have 
appeared in the “Basic Science Education 


' Series” published by Row, Peterson and 


Company, 1940-1959. Others have been 
taken from “Golden Books” previously 
published by Simon and Schuster, 1946- ` 
1948. While some of the illustrations are 
technically accurate, a considerable num- ‘ 
ber are seriously weakened by personaliz- 
ing of animals, e.g., Animal Babies which 
look like animals from a fairy-tale book. 
This quality, beloved by the picture-book 
age, has been outgrown by children eight” 
to eleven who expect realism in their pic- 
tures. This “fairy tale” quality is incon- 
sistent too with the technical accuracy and 
beauty of the illustrations for other arti- 
cles, Bats or Beetles, for example. 

Color has often been misused’ to make 
the set “attractive” rather than to portray 
an accurate picture. The Leaning Tower 
of Pisa is lavender with orange bands (see 
Italy); Number 10 Downing Street is pink 
with red trim (see London); the Parthe- 
-non is pale yellow with a frieze of pink 
and green figures (see Greece). 

Most of the scientific, illustrations are 
to be commended for their accuracy and 
clarity. The same cannot be said for some 
of the other illustrations, particularly the 
pictorial maps. For example, the map of

Africa on page 11 is cluttered with a mul- 
tiplicity of items ranging from wild ani- 
mals to palaces. In other instances chi- 
dren would be less confused if fewer 
items were included. For example, a full- 
page illustration contains 12 pictures’ of 
Indians, and a two-thirds-page illustra- 
tion depicts 27 modes of transportation. 
On the other hand, the product and lo- 
cator maps of countries and of our own 
states are clear, easily understood, and 
helpful. On many pages the nonoverlap- 
ping illustrations are distinct and accurate 
despite their smallness. Many excellent 
charts and tables present a wealth of in- 
formation in a minimum of space. The 
profusion of illustrations, despite the criti- 
cisms above, is an outstanding feature 
of the set. 

“A Reading and Study Guide to the Use 
of the Golden Book Encyclopedia in 
Schools and Libraries” is available. In 
addition to prefatory material explaining 
the purpose of and uses for the encyclo- 
pedia, unit outlines, giving volume and 
paging, have been prepared for 32 topics, 
e.g., Agriculture, Animal Life, Arts, As- 
tronomy. 

The supermarket edition, bound in lam- 
inated boards, is handsome. Each volume, 
bound in a different color, features several 
pictures of subjects from that particular 
volume on both the front and back covers. 
' The volume numbers, printed at the bət- 
tom of the spine, are easily read. Unfor- 
„tunately, even with careful use, this bind- 
ing splits so easily along the hinges that it 
cannot be recommended. 

The special library edition is bound in 
sturdy, durable Goldencraft in a tomato 
red color with a gold pine tree design. The 
black lettering on the cover and spine 
stands out distinctly. The volume num- 
bers are large and placed in the center of 
the spine for easy readability. The trade 
edition looks like the supermarket cne, 
but it has a better binding. 

The print is good—large, clear, and 
black—with adequate leading except in 
the Index. Entry words are in boldface 
approximately twice the size of the text 
type. The paper is opaque with a dull 


finish that will prevent glare. Margins are 
narrow, sometimes making it difficult to 
read maps, charts, and other illustrations 
bled to the center margin. Rebinding 
would not be feasible. The size is con-. 
venient for even a young child to hold 
and use in any of the three editions. 

The Golden Book Encyclopedia is a 
profusely illustrated new set prepared 
specifically for middle-elementary-grade 
children. Because of the comparatively 
limited number of subjects discussed, the 
generally inadequate treatment of sub- 
jects, the overly simplified style which is 
too elementary for middle-grade students, 
the limitations in the Index, and the 
mediocrity of many of the illlustrations, 
this set is not recommended for purchase 
for either library or home use in any of 
the editions.

based on an English work, The Children’s 
Encyclopedia. The first American edition 


“appeared in 1910 under the auspices of 


The Grolier Society. In the 1959 edition 
the subtitle has been shortened to the 
original title “The Children’s Encyclo- 
pedia” dropping “That Leads to Love of 
Learning” which appeared in earlier edi- 
tions. 

For the purpose of this review the 1952 
edition has been used for comparison. Re- 
views of previous editions were published 
in Subscription Books Bulletin January 
1932, July 1935, January 1941, July 1947, 
and April 1953. The publishers have in- 
formed the Subscription Books Commit- 
tee that early in 1957 The Grolier Society 
held a series of editorial conferences with

their lives, to gain both background and 
downright pleasure from knowledge.” The

Wonder Questions,’ The Earth, Science, 
Animal Life, Plant Life, Our Own Life, 
-All Countries, The United States, Canada, 
Familiar Things, Literature, Stories, Fa- 
mous Books, Poetry, The Arts, Men and 
Women, Golden Deeds, and Things To 
Make and Things To Do. The departments 
- are placed throughout the volumes of the 
set in the belief that “at the elementary 
stage of reference reading the child’s in- 
terest would usually wane after many 
pages.” For example, the department 
Golden Deeds is in 16 of the 20 volumes. 
According to the publishers, the basic 
purposes “relate both to fact-finding and 
to further reading: (1) to provide factual 
information, (2) to provide background 
and related information, (3) to stimulate 
the young person to further reading with- 
in the reference source in his hands, and 
(4) by this sequence to lead him to read- 
ing in'a collection of library books.” 
The length of articles varies greatly. 
The article on bridges, for example, covers 
16 pages; more than 3 pages within a 50- 
page series on airplanes are devoted to 
helicopters. A group of related articles on 
Indians combining information on his- 
torical þackground, ways of life, various 
tribes, and conditions today covers 70 con- 
tinuous pages and presents information in 
related units rather than in isolated pieces. 
The writing is clear and appropriate for 


the elementary through junior high school 
level for which the set is intended. Many 
of the articles are signed by the contribu- 
tors who are experts in their fields. Since- 
the 1952 edition, many new contributors

The material, spot checked and com- 
pared with other juvenile encyclopedias, - 
is accurate, reliable, and in large part 
up to date. The article Satellites and 
Spaceships, for example, is handled well 
by Willie Ley and has information as re- 
cent as the dog in the Russian satellite. 
Hawaiis statehood is included in the 
article Hawaii although its new status is 
not noted on the page illustrating state 
and territorial flags in another volume of 
the set. The same is true of Alaska. : 

The changes between the 1952 and 1959 
editions have been extensive. There are 
the same number of volumes (19 text vol- 
umes and 1 index) but the contents have 
been greatly revised. The 1959 edition 
provides up-to-date material that meets 
the informational needs of children from 
elementary through junior high school. 
The publishers state that 55.6 per cent of 
the pages have been revised since 1952, 
almost three fourths of these representing 
new or completely revised pages. These 
have all been reset in the new format that 
had been started in the 1952 edition. 7

The illustrations add greatly to the at- 
tractiveness of the set. Forty-nine per cent 
of them have been inserted since 1952. 
New illustrations have been added even 
when the major article has not been 
changed, e.g., Mushrooms and Sea Shells. 
The new illustrations compare favorab_y 
with the best in other encyclopedias in 
color reproduction and design. The total 
effect is one of uneven quality since the 
new and the old are about equal in num- 
ber. 

The key to any topically arranged set 
is its index. With this in mind the pub- 
lishers use volume 20 as the index volume. 
The General Index’has been revised to 
mcelude changes in the set. In the 1952 
set subtopics were usually arranged al- 
phabetically under the main topic, but in 
some instances the most iniportant article 
was placed first. In the 1959 edition sub- 
topics are always listed alphabetically 
under the main topic. The practice of 
starring important entries has been con- 
tinued. The publishers count 37,530 page 
references and 2,068 fact entries. Also 
found in the index volume are an intro- 
duction on how to use the General Index, 


Index of Things To Make and Things To 
Do, Poetry Index, Art Index, Declaration 
of Independence (historical note and 
text), and Constitution ,of the United 
States (note and text). The index section 
is accurate and it facilitates finding ma- 
terial in the set. 

The General Index shows clearly the 
number of different volumes in which a 
subject appears. See and see also refer- 
ences also help interpret the contents and 
make them readily accessible. Under 
Switzerland, for example, ! there are ten 
entries and six volumes involved. This 
should prove to be helpful for libraries 
that have several children seeking infor- 
mation on the same subject simultane- 


ously. 
The Book of Knowledge has a new look 
both inside and out. The binding is 


sturdite, paneled in bright red and ivory 
and stamped in gold. The paper has been 
changed to white “Blendtext enamel.” 
This tends to make a much brighter and 
fresher appearing page than the off-white 
of the 1952 edition. 

The Book of Knowledge is a combina- 
tion of reference material and informa- 
tional reading. Besides supplying refer- 
ence information designed for children, 
the publishers aim to provide material for 
further curricular reading, for the devel- 
opment of background in fields of personal 
interest, end for stimulation of continued 
reading in related topics. The 1959 edi- 
tion with its comprehensive indexing, its 
expansion and relocation of reference ma- 
terial, plus its provision of exploratory 
reading is, on the whole, successful in 
meeting the aims and purposes of its pub- 
lishers. 

Becausa The Book of Knowledge has the 
dual purpose of supplying reference ma- 
terial and providing informational and 
recreational reading, the reference is, of 
necessity, not as wide in its range or as 
detailed as in encyclopedias devoted solely 
to reference. In comparison with the 1952 
edition, the 1959 edition shows extensive 
revision in all departments, including up- 
to-date information, analytical indexing,

_edition under the letters A-C shows that 
of the 151 names listed in the 1952 revi- 
sion, 23 do not appear in the edition under 
review. Among these are such names as 
Ray Stannard Baker, Lord Charnwood, 
William Chenery, and Karl Compton. New 
names within the same range in the 1958 
revision include Robert G. Albion on 
strategy and tactics, Leland D. Baldwin on 
the American Revolution, Wilfred. E. 
Binkley on American political parties, and 
Philip D. Curtin on Ethiopia. Holdovers 
include Rachel L. Carson, Laurence V. 
Coleman, Ralph Budd, and Charles H. C. 
Baker. Very noticeable in the current list 
are the names of presidents of universities, 
heads of state historical groups, and busi- 
ness and religious officials. 


In the 1858 revision, as a rule, the brief- 
er articles are unsigned and the longer 
ones are signed. The Introduction states 
that “In the orginal work articles were 
written authoritatively, but usually were 
unsigned. . . . the editors in increasing 
degree are providing signed or initialed 
articles. . . . Signatures to articles indi- 
cate either that the signer has written the 
article or that he has checked the article 
critically and made any desirable or nec- 
essary revision of work done previously 
by the editorial staff or by other writers. 
Initialing indicates critical checking and 
approval without change of the work of 
another.” A sampling of the articles in the 
1958 revision shows about seven per cent 
are signed or initialed. 

The Introduction in volume 1 states 
that “The Grolier Encyclopedia is designed 
primarily to meet the growing need for a 
comprehensive but convenient everyday 
encyclopedia. ... A simple and straight- 
forward style has always been the objec- 
tive.” It is intended to be a supplementary 
source of information for the student and 
a repository of factual data for the non- 
specialist. 

This is a general encyclopedia as 
claimed by the editors. Topical coverage 
is broad. The major religions and litera- 
tures are described as are mass-appeal 
sports. The arts are included. The his- 


-tories of nations and the development of 


science, technology, and the major indus- 
tries are represented. Biographical arti- 
cles of varying length constitute some 33 
per cent of the total in the set, while 
articles descriptive of places account for 
about 14 per cent. 7 

As the editors state, the encyclopedia 
“is not intended for the specialist in his 
particular field. The aim is to present ac- 
curate information in concise, non-tech- 
nical language.” Compression is evident 
throughout to a degree that restricts the 
usefulness of the set. Brain takes less 
than two pages of text. The article is un- 


‘signed and has no bibliography. The same 


topic in Encyclopedia Americana requires 
some 12 pages, is subdivided for easy 
scanning, has a bibliography, and is

There are no crop 
statistics on a historical or current basis, 
nor are there statistics on United States 
roads. at of 

_ An appendix of world population figures 
provided in the last volume has limited 


value. The direction the reader is g-ven 
to this appendix is a single sentence ir zhe 
Introduction in volume one. Accordin= to 
a statement in the appendix, “The popala- 
tions given are based on the latest offcial 
figures wherever available, i.e., the _950 
United States Census, the 1951 Canad an 
Census, etc. In those countries where a 
recent figure is not available, the most 
reliable recent estimates are given.” Yet, 
1956 Canadian census figures are awsil- 
able. There is no way to distinguish be- 
tween census returns and estimates in Inis 
section, nor are any sources given for Êg- 
ures other than United States and Canada. 
In many cases the figures provided ‘or 
foreign countries vary somewhat from mn- 
formation found in Demographic Yecr- 
book (New York: United Nations, 17) 
and Statesman’s Yearbook (New Yak: 
St. Martin’s, 1958). 

Although samplings indicate that bxg- 
raphical articles account for almost zne 
third of the entries in the set, there <re 
inadequacies. There are no entries “or 
Helen Hayes, Maurice Evans, Tennessee 
Williams, Alfred Lunt, Lynn Fontarnwe, 
Rainer Maria Rilke, Wallace Stevens. or 
William Carlos Williams.

the 1952 revision, is black and white cov- 
ering a single page. It locates only the 
major cities and geographical features. A 
very small inset shows contour outlines. 
Maps of the larger nations and the con- 
tinents show some improvement over the 
earlier edition. Frequently a four-page 
series in color is provided offering a “re- 
source-relief map,’ a political map, a 
vegetation map, and a temperature and 
rainfall map. These maps are copyrighted 
by C. S. Hammond. But no map of any 
kind was found with the articles Poland, 
France, or Mexico, The article Japan had 
only a single black-and-white map show- 
ing place names of major localities. 
Promotional literature for the 1958 revi- 
sion mentions new maps for Antarctica, 
Amazon Basin, Inland Waterways of the 
United States, and Nile. All these are 
black and white. None is of special dis- 
tinction. The same literature mentions 
special maps accompanying articles of 
some countries such as Albania, Brazil, 
Ghana, and India. All are black and white, 
showing boundaries, major settled places, 
and major geographical features. Of these 
four, only India is full-page. 

The editors state that “with each re- 
vision of Grolier Encyclopedia, major ef- 
forts have been made to add to and en- 
hance the value of its illustrations. [Dur- 
ing] 1953-1958 inclusive, 2,415 new black- 
and-white illustrations and 106 new color 


pages were added.” Some of the latter, 
such as the color series on birds, the cir- 
culation of blood in the human body, glass, 
meteorology, and petroleum, are impres- 
sive. Many new black-and-white illustra- 
tions are also evident. Diagrams have 
been added since the 1952 revision. In 
many instances, however, the illustrations 
carried over from previous editions are 
muddy and detail is lost. 

“There are over a thousand main-entry 
cross references, for items which readers 
might look for under a term not used for 
the Grolier entry.” In addition, according 
to the editors, “there are approximately 
10,000 cross references of three types: 
general references at the beginning of 
some long articles... see also references 
at the end of articles... and q.v. refer- 
ences within articles ... .” Since there 
is no index, reliance must be placed on 
these devices to locate information. They 
are not as satisfactory for this purpose as 
the general indexes found in some other 
encyclopedias. The general references re- 
ferred to above follow the pattern found 
under Chemistry. A short note following 
the main entry refers the reader to “fur- 
ther articles on the various chemical ele- 
ments and compounds, e.g., Oxygen, Sul- 
phuric Acid; also on the great chemists.” 
See also references are frequent, as are 
q.v. references in the text. 

The 1958 revision is published in 20 
volumes. The ten-volume set is no longer 
being published. The cover is ivory stur- 
dite with a three-color stamped illustra- 
tion on the front. Inclusive lettering is 
stamped at the top of each spine with 
volume number at the base. Inevitably 
there are some awkward divisions. The 
text is legible. No crowding was observed 
even where additional text was inserted. 
Color work is very good. Type is set in 
three columns and the page itself is some- 
what smaller than that in other encyclo- 
pedias. The paper is a dull-coat enamel 
which is glare-free and readily scanned. 

The 1958 Grolier Encyclopedia has un- 
dergone some changes since 1952. How- 
ever, it does not offer the detail necessary 
for a basic reference source.

Encyclopedia Canadiana. Editor in chief, 
- John E. Robbins. 10v. Ottawa, The

An interim review of the first two vol- 
umes of Encyclopedia Canadiana appeared 
in The Booklist and Subscription Books 
Bulletin July 15, 1958. 

In their preface, the editors state: “The 
Encyclopedia Canadiana tells the story of 

Canada, past and present, in word and 
picture. Some eight hundred persons 
have contributed manuscripts to it and 
several times this number have responded 
‘to requests for information or illustrations. 
Thus it represents the combined efforts 
of several thousand people, and it is con- 
sequently much the most comprehensive 
work of reference on Canada that has 
ever appeared.” It was planned as “a 
‘work that will be constantly useful in 
library, school and office, and popular 
too for home or family reading.” 

‘Dr. John E. Robbins, the editor in chief, 
was formerly director of the Education 
Division, and later director of the In- 
formation Services of the Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistics. He has held executive 
positions in the Canadian Association for 
Adult Education, Canadian Citizenship 
Council, Humanities Research Council, 
Canadian Social Sciences Research Coun- 
cil, and the Canada Foundation, as well 
as serving on the editorial board of the 
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Canadian Geographic Journal. Dr. W. 
Kaye Lamb, Dominion archivist and na- 
tional librarian, served as his chief edi- 
torial consultant. 

An alphabetical list of the six regional 
advisers includes their academic degrees 
and the institutions with which they are 
associated. A partial list of contributors, 
briefly identified, followed by the subject 
or classification of the article, is included 
in the preliminary pages. Many of the 
contributors are recognized authorities in 
their fields from all parts of the country. 
Writers, university professors, govern- 
ment experts, and leaders in the sciences, 
the social sciences, the humanities, and 
the arts are all represented. Approxi- 
mately 18 per cent of the articles are 
signed with full names. 

“The most frequently used symbol in 
the Encyclopedia ‘Canadiana is probably 
the asterisk (*) inviting reference to an 
article that appears under the word so 
marked.” This explanation is also included 
in the preliminary pages. 

Although Encyclopedia Canadiana is es- 
sentially a new work, the editors pay 
tribute in their preface to Dr. W. Stewart 
Wallace’s Encyclopedia of Canada (Tor- 
onto: University Associates of Canada, 
1935-1937, 1949). 

A check of the special articles in the 
older Encyclopedia of Canada, volume II 
CAR-F, against the new Encyclopedia 
Canadiana showed that in a very few 
cases, such as Civil Code by the Honor- 
able Mr. Justice E. Fabre Surveyer, Cur- 
rency by Professor C. A. Curtis, and 
Combines by Professor V. W. Bladen, the 
earlier articles, revised and brought up to 
date, were used in the new work. As these 
men are still authorities today, it seems 
reasonable to accept their revisions. Con-~ 
gregationalism by the Reverend W. G. 
Wallace is used unchanged, but quite 
legitimately since the Congregational 
Church ceased to exist as a separate unit 
in Canada after the formation of the 
United Church of Canada in 1925, and the 
article is therefore as valid today as in 
1934. 

In a comparison of the letter O in the 


Encyclopedia of Canada with the work 
under discussion, it was found that 44 
topics of minor interest in the older work 
‘were dropped and 70 new ones added. The 
latter include several long articles, e.g., 
Occupational Health, Occupational Ther- 
apy, Oceanography, Oilseeds, Old Age 
Security, Opera, and Orthodox Churches. 
The editors am to “make each article 
easily understood by the average reader 
with no more technical equipment at his 
disposal than a standard dictionary.” In 
this and in their aim to relate the story 
of Canada they have been successful. 
Indicative of the comprehensive scope 
of the encyclopedia on Canadian matters 
are the articles covering biographies, geo- 
graphy, flora, fauna, minerals, population, 


“religion, education, health, welfare, fine 


arts, recreation, communication, trans- 
portation, industry, commerce, finance, 
labour, government, external relations, 
justice, and history. 

The underlying pattern is somewhat the 
same in each broad subject area, as for 
example the biological sciences. The 
general articles—Zoology; Biology, Study 
and Teaching; Botany; and Entomology— 
supply basic information on history, re- 
search, economic importance, and cur- 
rent activities in these disciplines in 
Canada. In an introduction which is us- 
ually less than ten per cent of the total 
article, the general topic is defined, the 
subdivisions are also defined, and neces- 
sary relationships indicated as a back- 
ground to the discussion of the subject 
as it pertains to Canada. There are us- 
ually sufficient clues for the interested 
person to follow up the several aspects 
of the subject. For example, plants and 
animals are dealt with under Flora and 
Fauna. The latter gives cross references 
to Amphibia, Birds, Domestic Animals, 
Fish and Other Marine Animals, Mam- 
mals, and Reptiles. The article on Birds 
gives pertinent information, a selected 
bibliography, and see also references to 
other general articles from Audubon So- 
ciety of Canada'to Wildlife Conservation, 
as well as see references to the individual 
bird species from Auk to Wren.

Articles may range from a mere two- 
line definition to a 30-page article. The 
length of most of them seems suitable to 
the relative importance of the subject. 
Examples of longer articles are those on 
the provinces. Each one is preceded by a 
striking and useful color section giving 
salient facts and using maps, charts, 
graphs, and illustrations effectively. The 
article on British Columbia which com- 


` prises about 12,000 words was written by 


Dr. W. Kaye Lamb, national librarian and 
Dominion archivist. The main divisions 
cover boundaries, regions and climate, 
population, industries and resources, tran- 
sportation, health and welfare, govern- 
ment, education, and history, followed by 
a selective bibliography including the 
best recent material. Much the ‘same 
pattern is followed for the nine other 
provinces and the Northwest Territories. 

Other fairly long signed articles are 
Constitutional History, Political History, 
Economic History, Population Growth, 
Cartography, Mining History,

The biographical articles were one of 
the strong -points of the older Encyclo- 
pedia of Canada, Extensive checking 
shows that the Dictionary of Canadian 
Biography (Toronto: Macmillan, 1945), 
the Encyclopedia of Canada, and Encyclo- 
pedia Canadiana have many entries in 
common, and the last undoubtedly owes 
much to the earlier works. Although 
many of the articles in the Encyclopedia 
of Canada are identical with those in the 
Dictionary of Canadian Biography, this is 
not true of those in Encyclopedia Canadi- 
ana. It not only includes many biogra- 
phies’ which have been corrected and re- 
written, but also many new biographies. 
In the letter O 18 biographies included in 


the Encyclopedia of Canada were dropped, 


24 new ones were added, and 28 entries 
are common to both, although the articles 
are not identical. In selecting the names 
for inclusion, the editors “took special 
pains to include representatives of all 
parts of Canada and all walks of life; 
Canadians who have won distinction 
abroad; and citizens of other countries 
who have made notable contributions to 
the discovery or development of Canada. 
It was decided to include a relatively 
small number of living people whose 
careers are well advanced... . Inclusion 
does not always indicate the editors’ be- 
lief in the intrinsic value of an individual’s 
contribution to Canadian life, but, some- 
times their estimate of public interest in 
it.” One third of the biographies are signed 
by regional contributors who are famil- 
iar with the subject. Dr. W. Kaye Lamb, 
biographical editor, who is more directly 
responsible for the other two thirds, which 
are usually briefer and unsigned, had 
free access to the National Archives. 
According to the publishers there are 
2,700 articles which deal with locations 
and geographical features. Most of these 
are brief, although there are a few general 
topics, such as Geography, Physical and 
Geology, which are longer. Location 
articles ' cover cities, towns, villages, and 
counties. For Western Canada where 
there are no counties, there are articles on 
every urban community of more than 300

One of the most striking and successful 
features of the whole work is the liberal 
use of illustrative materials such as photo- 

graphs, diagrams, maps, charts, graphs,

The color, sections preceding the arti- 


cle on each province are notable. The in- , 


clusion of the provincial coats of arms, 
city crests, mottoes—with translations oc- 
.casionally—and official floral emblems will 

_be greatly appreciated by reference li- 


brarians. Reproductions of paintings are, | 


not surprisingly, somewhat less successful 
than direct-color photographs of nature. 
Charts and diagrams and the many black- 
and-white illustrations are admirable. 

Full credit to the various sources of 
` the thousands of photographs and many 
of the drawings is given at the end of 
volume 10,' where a preliminary explana- 
tion is followed by exact citation to vol- 
ume, page, and source. 

There are hundreds of maps, from the 
small sketches locating individual towns 
to the full-page plans for major cities and 
the full-color atlas at the end of volume 





10. Excellent small geographic maps, dis- 
tribution maps, historical maps, and lin- 


. guistic maps are among the variety of 


map material. 

Volume 10 contains the full-color 32- 
page Atlas of Canada, specially prepared 
for it by C. S. Hammond and Company. 
According to the Atlas Key, the Atlas ‘is 
“to provide ... a ready means of locating 
the communities and physical features of 


` present day Canada.” Most of the maps 


are political. There are two world maps, 
one showing ocean trade routes with dis- 
tances, the other a polar projection. Two 
more, one physical and one political, cover 
the entire country, but the maps for each 
province and the Northwest Territories 
constitute the greater part of the Atlas. 
Colors are harsh and the appearance clut- 
tered, but locations are provided for most 
Canadian communities, and the informa- 
tion is reasonably up to date: Following 
the Atlas is the key to its use and an 


Index to the Atlas. The 1956 population 


figures, if available, are found here rather 
than in the articles, which is a minor in- 
convenience. Many places of less than 
300 population, for which there is no 
article in the main work, are located on 
the map and population statistics are 


„ given, 


Bibliographies are uneven. Many arti- 
cles have brief well-selected lists of re- 
cent material appended. Immigration has 
16 references published between 1920 and 


1956 and includes David Corbett’s im- ` 


portant new book. This list, however, does 
not refer to the bibliographies on im- 
migration issued by the Department of 
Citizenship and Immigration, Ottawa, 
between 1954 and 1956. 

Admittedly there are many topics on 
which adequate published material is not 
available, but more guidance could have 
been given. There are no references at 
the end of such entries as Mental Hospi- 
tals, Industrial Relations, Radio Programs, 
Construction Industry, and Old Age Se- 
curity and Assistance. 

References to government reports are 
often cited so vaguely that the general 
reader might have some difficulty in ob-

The references at the end of the article 
Political History could have been greatly 
improved by affixing an asterisk to the 
name of each man listed, which in turn 
would lead the inquirer to a biographical 
entry and a short bibliography. 

The tone of the work as a whole is fac- 


tual and impartial. The articles which ` 


‘trace the history and ‘present-day status 
of various religious groups are written by 
members of each church or someone 
familiar with it. The French-language 
aspects of Canadian life are dealt with in 
separate articles, usually by French 
Canadians. 

A few errors have cane in, although 
most them are probably typographical. 
In the article Vancouver, John Morton, 
not James Martin, was the name of one 
‘ of the first white settlers. Rev. John 
Sheepshanks, not Shupshanks, was the 
first rector in New Westminster (volume 
7, p.330). Dr. F. F. Wesbrook, not West- 
brook, was the first president of the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia (volume 2, 
p.89). The caption under the illustrations 
for the article Judo misspells “martial” as 
“marshal.” In the article Political History, 
the statement “The Progressive Party had, 
moreover, in 1932, reorganized itself as the 


Co-operative Commonwealth Federation ` 


(C.C.F.) ...” does not. agree with the 
statement of F. R. Scott, one of the found- 
ing fathers of the C.C.F., in his article on 
the party’s: origins where he says 
“Founded on August 1, 1932, under the 
leadership of J. S. Woodsworth, it brought 
into one federation a number of provin- 
cial and local farmer and labour parties, 
mostly in Western Canada.” In the same 
article a minor error is the use of the 
English form, without asterisk, of the term 
National Union Party, whereas the article 
on the party is entered correctly as’ Union 
Nationale Party. 

„ There is no index. The great advantage 
of a good index is the speed with which 
one can locate specific facts. Encyclo- 


pedia Canadiana has extensive and essen- 
tial cross references, but they are no sub- 
stitute for an index. This lack is especially 
serious for users outside Canada. r 

Cross references sometimes appear as 
main entries, are sometimes scattered 
within the article itself or at the end of 
subsections, but are usually. at the end 
of the whole discussion. 

Headings are frequently TE PEIE 
ie., Literature, Other than English and 
French. Sometimes they are under the ad- 
jective, as in Period Costume and Phar- 
maceutical and Medicinal Manufacturing 
Industry. Frequently they are inverted, 
as in Insurance, Health; Geography, Phys- 
ical; Fisheries, History of Commercial; 
Industries, Manufacturing and Processing; 
but, however entered, adequate cross ref- 
erences make it possible to find the arti- 
cle without undue searching. 

The set is bound in a sturdy grey~blue 
fabrikoid with orange bands near the top 
and bottom of the spine. On the lower 
band the inclusive letters are indicated in . 
capitals, 

There are two columns of ie with 
running heads, to a page. Main entries 
are alphabetized letter by letter in bold- 
face type. In a few long articles such as 
those on the provinces, Water Power, and 
Textile Industries the subheads are cen- 
tered in lightface capitals. Further, sub- 
division is shown by,a heading atthe left 
margin in italics. , 

Encyclopedia Canadiana is, as the pub- 
lishers claim, “the most comprehensive 
work of reference on Canada that has - 
ever appeared.” It provides in one place 
authoritative, current, and historical in- 
formation relating to all aspects of Canad- 
ian life. It is well illustrated, simply writ- 
ten, clearly printed, and stoutly bound. 
In spite of its lack of an index and an un- 
evenness in bibliographical citation it is 
recommended to all libraries and homes 
that need material relating to Canada.

general form entries where material is 
handled (Moonlight Sonata..

There 
are see references at the ends of articles 
and, very rarely, a see also reference. Cross 
references are not found within the ar- 
ticles. 


The Encyclopedia of Concert Music is” 


attractively bound in black cloth with red 
spine; gold lettering is on black. Margins 
are exceedingly narrow, and the paper is 
of medium quality. Print is small but 
clear; the page has two columns with run- 
ning heads. All entries are in good bold- 
face type. 

There is no other encyclopedic work of 
comparable size and scope with which to 
compare this one. Bagar and Biancolli’s 
Concert Companion: A Comprehensive 
Guide to Symphonic Music (New York: 
McGraw-Hill, 1947) is not an encyclo- 
pedia; its scope is limited to instrumental 
compositions, which are given fuller treat- 
ment than in the present work. Beethoven’s 
Ninth, for instance, occupies seven pages 
and includes the choral text. Likewise

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Ewen’s own Musical Masterworks: The 
Encyclopedia of Musical Masterpieces 
(New York: Arco, 1954) is not comparable 
in scope, being a compilation of composers 
with their best-known compositions. 

The Encyclopedia of Concert Music is a 
broad collection of information, presented 
ina popular and lively style. It is not a 
scholarly work like Scholes’s Oxford 
Companion to Music (New York: Oxford 
University Press, 1955), although the edi- 
tor states in his Preface that “an effort has 
been made to adhere throughout to the 
highest principles of musical scholarship.” 
Thé information in it can doubtless be 
found elsewhere, but nowhere in such 
profusion and variety in one small volume. 

Because of its interesting and readable 
style, up~to-dateness, reliability, and wide 
scope of information, the Encyclopedia of 
Concert Music is recommended for home 
use and for libraries as a source of ready 
reference and quick identification of facts 
relating to serious instrumental concert 
music.

Although scholarly in tone, 
the text should be comprehensible to the 
intelligent layman or student, The con- 
ciseness of the articles and their extensive 
bibliographies make them an excellent 
starting point for further investigation. 
Articles are arranged alphabetically. 
The Contents gives the beginning column 
number for each article. Longer articles 
are divided into sections, and the column 
numbers for these divisions are given in 
a summary, following the introductory 
part of the article, greatly facilitating ref- 
erence to any specific topic.

is somewhat surprising to see the meas- 
urements in city plans given ın meters and 
yards—meters and feet would perhaps be 
more usual. Distances on maps are given 
in kilometers and miles, and architectural 
plans are measured in meters and feet. 
Some difficulty may be experienced in at- 
tempting to locate a text figure referred 
to by number in the text unless the reader 
has perused the Editorial Criteria, in 
which he is informed that “text illustra- 
tions are identified by the number of the 
column in which they appear.” These 
numbers do not appear in the captions of 
the text figures. 

The plates are excellent. Many were 
photographed especially for the Encyclo- 
pedia, and it is stated in the Editorial 
Criteria that “Within the limits of ade- 
quate illustration of the topic, preference 
has been given to subjects that are 
not overly familiar in reproduction or 
have never been reproduced in print be- 
.” Particularly enlightening are 
the many details of architecture and 
paintings and the aerial views of cities. 
They not only amplify the text but in 
themselves make most enjoyable brows- 
ing. Great care has been taken to make 
the color plates as faithful to the original 
works as possible. According to the pub- 
lisher, the set will contain some 5,600 
pages of black-and-white plates and 1,400 
pages of color plates. Volume I contains 
444 black-and-white and 98 color illustra- 
tions, many of full-page size. The collec- 
tions of some 174 museums and indi- 
viduals are represented in the illustrations 
of volume I. 

Although the plates are grouped at the 
end of the volume, text and plates are

The works of eight Flemish primitive painters 
are analyzed and the distinguishing traits of 
each artist discussed to characterize the 
golden age of the Flemish arts, mainly dur- 
ing the fifteenth century. Jan Van Eyck, 
founder of the Flemish school, invented the 
use of space and depth and was a proponent 
of the realistic portrait. Roger Van Der Wey-

Dirk Bouts was the “poet 
of impassiveness,” portraying restrained ardor 
.and extreme reserve. Hugo Van Der Goes’s 
innovation was the juxtaposition of toil-worn 
lebian people with the angels. Hans Mem- 
ling depicted “friendship between God, things 
eople” with paintings of gentle, tender 
Hieronymus Bosch, precurser of sur- 
realism, was concerned with the major atti- 
tudes of the Middle Ages—the hope of heaven, 
the dread of hell, and the deploring of sinful- 
ness. Quentin Metsys, midway between Van 
` Eyck and Rubens, showed uences of both 
the Gothic and the Renaissance styles. Peter 
Brueghel, a Renaissance painter whose tech- 
nique turns back to the fifteenth-century ar- 
tists, portrays the littleness, the drollness, and 
the anguish of men. Music of Flemish com- 
posers of the period fittingly underscores the 
informative narration and the excellent cam- 
era treatment of the paintings. The film may 
be purchased complete or in eight separate 
reels, each dealing with one artist and titled 
with his name, but carrying full production 
credits. Recommended for art students and 
for history, music, and literature classes 
stud the Middle Ages as well as for gen- 
eral audiences interested in these subjects.

Seen through the eyes of an Indonesian school 
teacher, this does a remarkable job of cover- 
age in 16 minutes of the history and develop- 
ment of a large and complex nation, The po- 
litical situation is not stressed, but the viewer 
is presented with many of the problems which 
exist in this new nation today. The education 
of the people, population growth, and the de- 
velopment of agricultural and natural re- 
sources are a few of the major problems 
touched on. The contributions of the Dutch 
are merely mentioned but are not dwelt on. 
Cultural aspects are shown in colorful scenes 
from the Indonesian theater and traditional 
dances of Bali. An excellent film for intro- 
duction to southeastern Asia which can be 
used for adult discussion groups and pro- 
grams on the problems of nationalism and 
independence for these new nations. 





The living stone. John Feeney, script, di- 
rection, and editing.

The film maker has created here a unique 
work of art much in the spirit of Robert 
Flaherty’s works. Having entered intimately 
into the life of a few Eskimos at Cape Dorset 
on Baffin Island, he reveals the glow of their 
inner spirit. The viewer gets to know some 
of their beliefs as conveyed in carvings and 
legends. The Eskimo’s approach to carving 
is closely bound up with his belief that a 
spirit exists in all things and these spirits of 
nature can be influenced by releasing the 
image the artist sees Imprisoned in stone and 
other objects. The film is concerned with the 
legend of Nuleakjuk, “mother of all life in 
the sea,” and of Niviaksi, “who carved her 
image,” as related by an old hunter to en- 
raptured children. An interesting sculpture 
sequence reveals many beautiful carvings. As 
the legend unfolds, one sees the Eskimos in 
ceremonial feasting and dancing, demonstrat- 
ing their basic code of life: “We take from 
the sea what we are given and give to each 
other what we hi have.”

This reference work on ballet was first 
published in Paris in 1957 under the edi- 
torship of Fernand Hazan. It was trans- 


“lated from the French by John Montague 


and Peggie Cochrane and published in 


- England by Methuen in 1959. It has been 
~ published in the United States with an 


American editor. There is a preface by 
John Martin instead of the Publisher’s 
Foreword found in the English edition. 
Besides this, various other changes and 
additions are noted. 

The description of the Dictionary on the 
jacket calls it “the first systematic refer- 
ence work of its kind, containing a com- 
plete record of the Modern Dance from 
Diaghilev and Isadora Duncan to the pres~ 
ent day” and refers to it as the “History 
of Modern Ballet.” It further states: “Over 
660 articles by the world’s leading critics 
and’ authorities of the dance provide a 
unique source of information on every 
aspect of the art—the ballet, ethnic, mod- 
ern dance, techniques and theories, the 
stories of all the important works in the 
repertoire, all the trends and ideas that

art-form.'. . . Here indeed is an adventure 


in reading, a fascinating picture book and 


an indispensable sourcebook on the his- 
tory.of the dance, a book that will serve 
asthe cornerstone of every cultural li- 
brary.” The preface by John Martin, dance 
critic of the New York Times, discusses 
the definition of “the dance” rather than 
the content of the book; there is no state- 
ment of scope or purpose in the book it- 
self. 

A list of 17 contributors to the Diction- 
ary is given on the page facing the title 
page, but articles are not signed. Among 
the contributors, Héléne Bellow published 
Ballet in Moscow Today (New York: 
Graphic, 1956); Mary Clarke has written 
Sadler’s Wells Ballet (New York: Mac- 
millan, 1955) and Shakespeare at the Old 
Vie (New York: Macmillan, 1958) and 
has been assistant editor of Dancing Times 
since 1954; Selma Jeanne Cohen is a con- 
tributing editor of Dance Magazine; Svend 
Kragh-Jacobsen is a Danish writer and 
ballet critic; Iréne Lidova is a French 
critic and writer and wife of a ballet pho- 
tographer; and Ferdinando Reyna has 
written Des Origines du Ballet (Paris: 
A. Tallone, 1955). No information was 
located about the remaining 11 contribu- 
tors. $ 

The Dictionary contains approximately 
470 entries for persons related to the bal- 
let—dancers, composers, choreographers, 
artists, impresariòs, critics; 260 entries for 
specific ballets and modern dances; and 
40 entries for ballet companies, theaters, 
and organizations concerned with the 
dance. It does not include definitions of 
dance terms, discussions of general topics 
such as dance notation, or entries for 
dance periodicals and the various dance 
archives. However, information on some 
of these topiss may be found under the 
names of the persons concerned. The total 
number of entries actually is larger than 
the 660 claimed by the publisher. 

The term “ballet” has been interpreted 
broadly to include much about modern 
dance and some material‘ on the ethnic 
dance. In general, the persons included 


are those who have been associated with 
the dance from the end of the nineteenth 
century till the present. As a result, such 
dancers as Fanny Elssler, Noverre, and 
Taglioni are missing. There are no entries 
for such composers as Bach and Brahms 
whose works have been adapted for use 
with contemporary ballets. Nor are there 
entries for such artists as Blake and Ho- 
garth although their work has inspired 
modern choreographers. 

Entries are arranged in alphabetical or- 
der, using the letter-by-letter system of 
alphabetizing. According to the jacket, 
“for production reasons it was necessary 
in the American edition for the colored 


illustrations to appear in the same position - 


as in the French edition. As these illustra- 
tions relate closely to their surrounding 
text, certain entries appear under their 
French title, e.g. -Théâtre Bolchot for Bol- 
shoi Theatre.” Necessary cross references 
are given. In general, French forms of 
names seem to be favored. Articles range 
in length from four or five lines to three 
or four pages in the case of entries such as 
Diaghilev, Giselle, and Royal Ballet (of 
Great Britain). The Ballet Russe article 
is ten pages long. The style is readable 
and free from abbreviations. 

Entries for persons include the full 
name, nationality, field of work, year and 
place of birth in the majority of cases, 
details on education and career in ballet, 
and comments on personality and achieve- 
ments. Entries for ballets include the 
names of those responsible for the chore- 
ography, music, scenery, and costumes; the 
full date, theater, and principal dancers of 
the first performance; and subsequent his- 
tory and description. The stories of ballets 
are not as long and detailed as those given 
in such a book as Balanchine’s Complete 
Stories of the Great Ballets (Garden City, 
N.Y.: Doubleday, 1954), but many more 
are included. 

Checks with other works on ballet re- 
veal a high standard of accuracy in the 
facts given in the Dictionary. It is also up 
to date. There are numerous references 
to events in 1957 and 1958, such as the 
first performance of Ondine at Covent

There are no entries for 
George Amberg, author and editor in the 
field; Faubion Bowers, authority on Ori- 
ental dance; Edward Denby, ballet critic; 
Sol Hurok, American impresario; Trudi 
Schoop, Swiss comic dancer known for her 
ballet, Fridolin, and her own company; 
Ralph Vaughan Williams, British com- 
poser of the music for Job; or David L. 
Webster, general administrator, Royal 
Opera House, Covent Garden, since 1946. 
There are entries for Scala Teatro alla, 
Théâtre Bolcho?, and Théâtre Marie, but 
there are no entries or see references for 
Covent Garden, Royal Festival Hall, Met- 
ropolitan Opera House, or New York City 
Center. There is no entry for the Federal 
Dance Theater (Dance Project of Federal 
Theater Project) or the Royal Winnipeg 
Ballet or the Volkoff Ballet of Toronto. 

In general, coverage in the Dictionary 
is strongest for the United States, for the 
European countries (including Great Brit- 
ain), and for the fields of classical and 
modern dance. Less attention is given to 
ethnic dance and to developments in Asia 
and British Commonwealth countries. 

There are see references from one form 
of the name of a ballet or ballet company 
to another, and under Ballet Companies 
there is a useful listing of 29 companies 
for which there are separate articles. 
There are very few see also references. 
The ballets having separate articles appear 
with asterisks in other articles, but there 
is no way of determining which persons 
have separate entries. Additional cross 
references would have made the Diction- 
ary more useful for reference purposes. 

The illustrations are an important fea- 
ture of the Dictionary of Modern Ballet. 
The publishers claim that the book con- 
tains “373 matchless reproductions, 143 
in full color,—printed in France with 
meticulous care.” Nearly every one of the 
book’s 360 pages has at least one illustra- 
tion. Most occupy a quarter or a half of 


a page but some 15 are full page. They 
include portraits, photographs of scenes 
from ballets, artists’ drawings for cos- 
tumes and settings, facsimiles of programs 
and manuscripts, and pictures of such 
buildings as L’Opéra de Paris. These il- 
lustrations, both color and black and 
white, are interesting and well reproduced. 
Most of the illustrations are located fairly 
close to one 1tem mentioned in the caption 

_ but might have equal interest ın relation 
to several other entries. Because there 
are no cross references from articles to 
illustrations, the reference value of the 
illustrations is lessened. 

The Dictionary is bound in pink linen 
with black lettering. It is smyth sewed 
so that it lies flat when opened, and there 
are adequate margins. The text is printed 
in small but clear type with the entries in 
boldface. A double-column page has been 
used. There are no running headings. 
The paper is a good quality, dull finish. 

-- The book with which the Dictionary of 
Modern Ballet is most likely to be com- 
pared is Anatole Chujoy’s The Dance En- 
cyclopedia (New York: A. S. Barnes and 
Co., 1949). Although this work is no long- 

.er in print, most larger libraries would 
have it. Not limited to a particular period 


... of time, The Dance Encyclopedia contains 


long, signed articles, brief articles with 
the information in highly compressed 
form, entries for dance terms and on gen- 
eral topics as well as on persons, ballets, 
and ballet companies, and a bibliography 
and discography. It has no illustrations. 
Because of its more recent date and many 
illustrations, the Dictionary would supple- 
ment The Dance Encyclopedia, but it 
would not replace it. 

Ballet lovers should find the Dictionary 
of Modern Ballet an attractive picture 
book as the publishers claim. It is written 
in a readable style. It has a high standard 
of accuracy, is up to date, and brings to- 
gether many names in one volume. Its 
primary use is as a reference book. In 
spite of omissions it will be useful and 
is recommended for purchase by individu- 
als and libraries.

Originally called Our Wonder World, 
c1914-1927, completely revised in 1932 and 
renamed The New Wonder World, this 
encyclopedia has been reviewed in Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, April 1932, Jan- 
uary 1939, October 1947, and July 1953. 
For this review the 1955 edition has been 
used for comparison. 

In the Preface the editor in chief states 
that The New Wonder World Encyclopedia 
is “especially designed to fill a real need— 
the need for an authoritative reference 
work that can be read like a storybook. ... 
It is designed to enlarge the sense of won- 
der—to extend the range of curiosity for 
young people and adults who seek some- 
thing beyond the routine of everyday life.” 

Descriptive literature from the publisher 
states that this is a “new completely re- 
vised edition ... uniquely edited for young 
people in the late elementary grades, jun- 
ior high and middle high school years.” 
It is designed as an aid to classroom study 
and to supplement and enrich textbook 
material. The publishers state further that 
it is intended to supplement rather than 
supplant the large alphabetical ‘encyclo- 
pedias. 

The New Wonder World Encyclopedia 
is topically arranged so that “related arti- 
cles are placed together.” Each volume 
is a compilation of material on a broad 
general subject. The set is made up as 
follows: 

Volume 1, Understanding the Universe, 
in which “the articles .. . lay the ground- 
work for each of the physical scilences— 
geology, oceanography, astronomy, mete- 
orology, physics, chemistry, and mathe- 
matics.” The articles are authoritative, 
and there are many clear diagrams. 

Volume 2, The Marvels of Nature, edited 
by George I. Schwartz, is divided into four 
sections which discuss basic life processes 


X 
and plants and animals with emphasis on 
prehistoric life and living things in mod- 
ern North America. The information is 
adequate for the usual questions on these 
subjects. 

Volume 3, Agriculture and Industry, in- 
cludes a variety of subjects ranging from 
agriculture, manufacturing, mining, engi- 
neering, transportation, communication, 
and entertainment (including radio, tele- 
vision, sports, and card games) to com- 
merce. The articles are interesting, reflect 
the history or development of the various 
fields discussed, and would appeal to the 
reader who wants to acquaint himself 
with science and technology. For exam- 
ple, the 17-page article Aviation is good in 
its coverage and terminology. 

Volume 4, Masterpieces of the Arts, 
edited by Howard Conant, presents print- 
ing, the graphic arts, photography, music, 
crafts, sculpture, architecture, the dance, 
and the theater and makes for pleasant 
reading with a general survey of its sub- 
jects. The brief discussions of techniques 
and forms and the descriptions of indi- 
vidual paintings, sculpture, and musical 
compositions are perceptive and should 
contribute to the young reader's appreci- 
ation of art. The illustrations are an inte- 
gral part of the presentation. 

Volume 5, Treasures of Literature, ed- 
ited by Quentin Anderson, contains Amer- 
ican literature, ancient literature, Euro- 
pean literature, and English literature. 
Included in the American literature sec- 
tion are a selection from William Brad- 
ford’s Of Plimoth Plantation, a letter by 
Benjamin Franklin, Edgar Allan Poe’s 
“The Purloined Letter,” a chapter from 
James Thurber’s My Life and Hard Times, 
a short story by William Faulkner, and 
four pages from Latin-American authors. 
While some of the selections are a part of 
longer works, eg., two chapters from- 
Dumas’s The Three Musketeers, none has 
been rewritten or abridged. Many com- 
plete poems are included. Selections are 
generally well-known and are complete in 
themselves. Most of them are more suit- 
able for young people of middle-high- 
school grades than for younger boys and 
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girl, TEN 
In volume 6, Highlights of American 
History, edited by Marvin A. Rapp, Amer- 
ck history includes United States. his- 
ry; Canadian, and Latin American his- 
ee however, 318"of a total ‘of 407 pages 
deal with the United States. The material 
is presented in an informal, readable style 
but does not give detailed information in 
the concise manner of an ac ia 
useful for ready reference. 

Volume 7, Great Events in World His-. 
tory, edited by Edmund A. Brown, ‘is 
divided: into two sections. The first|deals 
with “the better-known events of Western 
civilization”; the second “includes high- 
lights from the civilizations of Asia, Africa, 


Oceania, and the Near East.” The éditor 


states, “This volume . . - does not pretend 
to treat every noteworthy development 
since the dawn of recorded history. Rather 
the articles here seek to open windows on 
the past and set each new historical pic- 
ture in its, proper perspective.” This is an 
interesting volume to read as an introduc- 
tion to world history. It presents useful 
information in brief survey form. 


In volume 8, The Nations of the World, | 


articles arranged in geographical order 
describe all the countries of the world. 
There are also individual articles for the 


_ states of the United States and the prov-. 


inces of Canada. These are followed iby a 
section Wonders of the World, ancient and 


modern, and a section “devoted to govern- ` 


ment and law—how people in different 
times and places have solved the problem 
of men living together in communities.” 
Since the volume attempts to cover such a 
wide range, ‚material about individual 


countries and states is limited to còm- ' 


pressed statements of a few facts.: Its 
appeal as an interesting volume to’read is 
slight, and the amount of information 
given is insufficient for most school pur- 
“poses. ` a 

In oline 9, Famous People of All Time, 
edited by Russell F. W. Smith, biographies 
have been grouped according to different 
pursuits in categories such as scientists, 
explorers, and heads of state and within 
the groups are arranged chronologically 


` 


so that the reader can tell what persons 
within each group were living and work- 
ing at the same time and how they used 
the ideas of others who came before them. 
Subjects for biographies cover a wide 
range from Solon, Eli Whitney, James 
Bryant Conant, and Tennessee Willams to 
Marilyn Monroe and Alice Marble. The in- 
formation supplied is often slight and oc- 


‘casionally misleading. For example, in the 


nine lines concerning Nikolai Bulganin the 
date for the end of his premiership is not 
given. This would suggest to the reader 


` that he is still Premier unless the reader 


has carefully studied the eight lines on 
the opposite page dealing with Nikita 
Khrushchev and learned that Khrushchev 
became Premier in 1958. Under Andrew 
Carnegie one reads that Carnegie endowed 
more than 2,800 public libraries. He gave 
this number of library buildings but en- 
dowed only a few. 

Volume 10, Man and His Culture, dis- 
cusses the functions of the varlous parts 
of the human body, the capabilities and 
diseases of the human mind, the customs 
and conventions of the peoples of the 
world, world languages, myths, and re- 
ligions. Presentation is factual, and the 
material sometimes brief. This volume 
also contains the*Index to the set. 

Editor in chief George D. Stoddard, 
dean, School of Education, New York Uni- 
versity, was assisted by an editorial staff 
under the direction of executive editor 
Christine Parker. An identification list of 
124 editors, contributors, and consultants 
appears in volume 1. Eighty-eight are 
members of college, university, or public 
school faculties. Except for the articles in 
the two volumes devoted to history the 
majority of the articles are unsigned. 
However, the editors for some volumes 
are indicated. 

The style of the volumes is readable, 
and information is presented in a factual 


“ manner. In many cases the information 


given would be sufficient for boys and girls 
of upper-elementary grades and junior 
and senior high school to prepare school 
assignments. In other instances the infor- 
mation would be insufficient and difficult

to locate. The length of articles varies. 
Broad subjects are divided into many sub- 
topics. 

Information, on the whole, is accurate 
and up to date. The articles are current. 
For example, the use of magnetic tape in 
the field of television is indicated. Popu- 
lation statistics checked are not exact, 
e.g., Montana, “more than 630,000,” Idaho, 
“more than 600,000,” Monaco, “more than 
22,000.” The article Hawaii cites Hawaii’s 
acquisition of statehood and under The 
United States of America mention is made 
of “50 states.” However, in the article on 
the history of our flag there is no indica- 
tion that the United States flag now has 
more than 48 stars. The various measure- 
ments of the Hoover Dam were checked 
and found to be accurate. 

A comparison with the 1955 edition 
proves the publisher’s claim that the 1959 
edition is “a new, completely revised edi- 
tion.” There are 10 instead of 11 volumes. 
The Home and School Guide, a section of 
volume 11 of the 1955 edition, is no longer 


included. Literature in the 1955 edition 
was included in volumes 5, 8, and 9 and 
presented material for a wide range from 
nursery age to older boys and girls. In 
the 1959 edition, volume 5, Treasures of 
Literature, presents literature for older 
boys and girls for whom the set is 
planned. Volume 7, The History Book, of 
the 1955 edition included The Story of 
America with the history of other nations. 
In the 1959 edition a separate volume, 
Highlights of American History, with its 
material completely rewritten and rear- 
ranged, presents the story of the United 
States of America. The history of other 
countries is given in another volume. 
Missing in the 1959 edition is the conde- 
scending style evident occasionally in the 
1955- edition. The 1959 edition is much 
more attractive and useful than the 1955 
edition. Many of the articles are better 
written (exceptions include the sketchy 
biographies); presentation is much more 
factual. The illustrations are better, and 
there are many good diagrams and charts. 

The alphabetical Index and Pronuncia- 
tion Guide to the set covers 138 pages of 
volume 10. Both volume number and 
paging are given for entries. However, 
the Index references are not analytical 
enough always to permit easy location of 
facts. For example, to locate the date of 
Hawaii’s statehood, it is necessary to check 
four volumes with nine page references 
before finding the information because all 
facets of the subject are indexed under a 
single entry Hawaii. However, five vol- 
umes have individual alphabetical indexes 
which are useful. An index in each vol- 
ume would simplify the use of the set. 

The italicizing of key words in articles 
aids in scanning pages. Many articles pro- 
vide see references to related subject ma- 
terial in other volumes. However, if the 
related article appears in the same volume 
a see reference is given to the title of the 
article and the user must locate the article 
himself by referring to the Table of Con- 
tents of the volume. The title as such does 
not appear in’ the general Index. 

The format is attractive and sturdy with 
ernbossed gold-stamped covers, readable 
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type, good paper, and plates generally well 
reproduced.

000 words, 4,000 pages, and 25,000 indexed 
entries ... and more than 4,000 illustra- 
tions in color and in black-and-white.”

In summary, The New Wonder ‘World 
Encyclopedia has been completely revised 
and rewritten. Since it contains useful in- 
formation which will appeal to its intended 
audience, is written in a readable ‘style, 


_and is attractively illustrated, it is recom-' 


mended for the home and library where an 
interesting browsing set ‘is wanted for 
boys and girls from the late- elementary 
grades through the middle- high-school 
years. Because of the style of presentation, 
the uneven quality and brevity of its in- 


_ formation, and the difficulty of locating,” 


_ information, it is not recommended for 
reference use. ©

ert Graves, the noted poet and student of 
folklore arid mythology, sets the stage for 
the articles which follow by pointing out 
the functions and characteristics of myths 
and showing how they may be interpreted. 
The body of the work is devoted to mono- 
graphic articles on prehistoric, Egyptian, 
Assyro-Babylonian, Phoenician, Greek, 
Roman, Celtic, Teutonic, Slavonic, Finno- 
Ugric, Persian, Indian, Chinese, Japanese, 
American, Oceanian, and African mythol- 


_ ogies. 


The author of each article is named, but 
not identified, on the contents pages. Félix 
Guirand, editor of the volume, is author or 
coauthor of four articles. 

Mythology is interpreted in this book 
as “the study of . . . religious or heroic 
legends . . . so foreign to a student’s ex- 
perience that he cannot believe them to 
be true.” Therefore, all Biblical narra- 
tives and legends growing from interpre- 


` tations of the lives of the saints have been 


omitted, even if parallel stories may be 
found in the mythologies of such civiliza- 
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tions as the Greek or the Babylonian. 
With this exception, the Larousse aims to 
offer “a comprehensive and compact Who’s 
Who? or Who Was Who? of the better 
known gods, goddesses, heroes, monsters, 
demons, angels and saints from all over 
the world ... .”—Introduction. . 

The individual articles are readable and 
should hold the interest of the nonspecial- 
ist. Fach article is an independent unit; 
there is no systematic attempt to indicate 
relationships among the various cultures. 
Following a brief introduction which gives 
the background for the mythology of the 
particular group and characterizes it, the 
text, which is arranged under subdivisions 
appropriate to each of the mythologies, 
consists of identifications and descriptions 
of divinities, discussion of their origin and 
significance, and recounting of the myths 
in which they figure. Thus, under Roman 
Mythology are “Ttalic Gods,” “Gods of the 
State: Principal Divinities,” “Secondary 
Divinities,’ “Gods of the Family,” and 
“The Transformation of Roman Mythol- 
ogy.” Under the subhead “Principal 
Divinities”’ may be found Janus, Mars, 
Jupiter, Juno, Vesta, Vulcan, Saturn, 
Minerva, and Mercury, with approximate- 
ly a page devoted to each. 

The articles vary in their comprehen- 
siveness. The 126-page section on Greek 
mythology, for example, is noteworthy for 
extensive and detailed descriptions of the 
mythology of the classical period. On the 
other hand, North, South, and Central 
American mythology is given sketchy

in the letter J Index of Names were.com- 
pared with mythology entries in Funk and 
Wagnalls Standard Dictionary of Folklore, 
Mythology, and Legend (New York: Funk 
and Wagnalls, 1949-50). Although only 
ten entries, including Jagannatha, or Jug- 
gernaut, were found in Funk and Wag- 
nalls and were not listed in Larousse, 15 of 
the 31 entries in Larousse were not listed 
separately in Funk and Wagnalls. These 
entries indicate that the Larousse Index 
can serve as a supplemental source in 
searching for obscure names. 

The arrangement of the material in a 
series of separate articles not divided 
alphabetically by subject makes the loca- 
tion of specific facts difficult. Since the 
Index is limited to names mentioned in 
the text, the reader interested in making 
comparisons cannot use it as a key to 
related concepts. Subjects such as sacri- 
fices and taboos, for example, can be found 
readily in Funk and Wagnalls Standard 
Dictionary of Folklore, Mythology, and 
Legend or in the one-volume edition of 
Frazer’s The Golden Bough (New York: 
Macmillan, 1953) but are not brought out 
in the Larousse Index. 

At the end of the monographs there is 
a bibliography, “A Selected List for Fur- 
ther Reading” containing books published 
as recently as 1958 and listing titles by 
such prominent authorities as Sir James 
G. Frazer, Margaret Mead, E. O. James, 
Samuel Kramer, and E. T. C. Werner. The 
45 titles which comprise this list cover the 
17 separate mythologies dealt with in the 
volume. So fragmentary a listing cannot 
be regarded as very useful to the student. 

The outstanding feature of the Larousse 
Encyclopedia of Mythology is a most im- 
pressive array of illustrations. There are 
868 of these, most of which are clearly re- 
produced photographs of works of art and 
architecture. Eight plates are in color. At 
least one illustration is found on virtually 
every page, and the pictorial material is 
closely related to the text. The Chinese 
Mythology section, for example, is-headed 
by a photograph of the Temple of Heaven, 
Peking.

The Larousse Encyclopedia of Mythol- 
ogy is a beautifully illustrated volume 
which contains interesting articles. As 
such, it is recommended for homes and 
browsing collections in school, public, and 
college libraries. The outstanding illus- 
trations should make it useful in art ref- 
erence libraries and in picture collections. 
However, the limited scope of the Index 
and the bibliography and the sketchy 
quality of some articles do not make it an 
essential addition to general reference 
collections in public, college, and univer- 
sity libraries.

Per- 
haps more significantly, however, it also con- 
siders the criticisms sometimes made of 
Schweitzer and analyzes, with intelligence and 
perception, the meaning of his life and thought.

New Standard Encyclopedia: Organized

Earlier reviews of this set have ap- 
peared in Subscription Books Bulletin, 
January 1931, April 1934, April 1940, 
and July 1951. 

The New Standard Encyclopedia is a 
general encyclopedia intended for the use 
of the average reader. It aims to present 
accurate, interesting information in a 
readable style. The Foreword states that 
“Since 1953 the general policy for selec- 
tion of material, emphasis in treatment, 


‘style of writing, and use of special fea- 


tures has been established in cooperation 
with the educators and librarians who 
make up the Editorial Advisory Board.” 
The Editorial Advisory Board, with Dr. 
John I. Goodlad as chairman, was formed 
in 1952 to help plan a revision and a new 
policy for the encyclopedia. 

A letter to the Subscription Books Com- 
mittee from the publisher states that the 
set is “in the midst of a major revision 
that goes far beyond the revision always 
necessary to keep the content of an en- 
cyclopedia current ... we are complete- 
ly rewriting and resetting the entire se- 
ries, volume by volume.’ The volumes 
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‘A, B, C, S and section T of volume TUV 


- 


rd 


have so far received such complete re--- 


vision: “A major change, beginning with 
the present edition is that .. . the print- 
ing ıs done by offset.” All volumes are 
expected, to be completely reset and re- 
vised by 1963. ~ 

Another statement from the publisher 
says “We have made no attempt in recent 
years to sell s¢hools or libraries. We are 
not expecting to do so until we complete 
our revision program.” 

The policy of having unsigned articles 
is continued but in contrast to the older 
editions, New Standard Encyclopedia now 
lists in the A volume members of the Edi- 


. torial Advisory Board, the Board of Au- 


thenticators and Advisers, and the editor- _ 


ial staff.including artists and contributors, 
consultants, and special authenticators 


- and indicates the article or section each 


person is responsible for. Previous edi- 
tions were signed by the editorial direc- 
tor with no indication of the responsi- 
bility for the articles. New Standard is 
staff revised and edited. 

To discover the extent of revision of 
the completely reset and revised volumes 
the first 200 pages in volumes B and 5 of 
the 1953 printing, the last 200 pages in 
volume A of the 1949-printing, ‘and the 
C volume of the 1953 printing were com- 
pared with the 1959 printing. These sam- 
ples indicate that new material on recent 
developments of general interest.in sci- 
ence, international affairs, and sports, has 
been included. There are many completely 
new articles in the 1959 printing, for ex- 
ample, Sanitation, Crime, Atomic Energy 
Commission, and Baseball Hall of Fame. 
There are many noticeable changes -in 
many different types of articles, i.e., As- 
tronomy, Atomic Energy, Bacteria, Sailing, 
Baseball, Cotton, and Corn. All have been 
improved in scope and accuracy. 

- In .the rewritten sections, there is a 
tendency toward more specific, shorter 


‘entries rather than longer and broader 


ones. In the 1959 printing there are 158 
entries beginning with “Ta” as compared 
with 95 in the 1953 printing. Seventy- 


‘three of the 158 are not found in the ear- 


lier printing. The 1958 printing of The 
World Book Encyclopedia has 208 entries 
in the same section. Seventy-eight of 
these are not found in the New Standard 
Encyclopedic, while the latter has fifteen’ 
entries not found`in the former: One im-. 
portant inclusion is Tatuchnitz, while 
equally important omissions are Taipei 
and Tarsus. The new article Taxation is 
a little shorter than the earlier one, 
though still fairly broad. ‘The articles 
Tariff are about the same length in each 
printing, approximately seven columns, 
but the article of 1959 has eight see also 
references while that of the 1953 printing 
has only four. There is no bibliography 
for either Tariff or Taxation. 

In general, subject bibliographies are | 
few and, where given, very short and 
elementary. There were no subject bibli- 
ographies in the 1953 printing. The Fore- 
word in the 1859 printing states that its 
bibliographies were selected by Robert 
Kingery of the New. York Public Library. 
There is a five and one-half page article 
Astronomy with a full column of see also 


.references and eight illustrations, but the 


bibliography consists of three titles for 
“younger reatiers” and the same number 
for “older readers.” All six titles aré pop- 
ular in nature and all were published 
between 1951 and 1954. 

Illustrations have been increased and 
improved very markedly in the complete- 


“ly revised sections as compared with the 


1953 printing. In the “Ta” section of the 
1953. printing there are 45 illustrations, 
including portraits, maps, line drawings 
and photographs, some in color. ‘The 


“maps by C. S. Hammond & Co. are with- 


cut date, but they are clearly reproduced 
and of good quality with sufficient detail. 

Examination of the 1951. printing in 
comparison with the 1959 edition indi- 
cates that a- good deal of revision has 
been made. Many more cross references 
are provided, particularly in the com- 
pletely revised volumes. But there still 
remains a need for more cross references. 
Since the set has no index, the lack of 
ne2ded cross references hides much of the

Universities and Colleges is now up to 
date and accurate, though the list is re- 
stricted to the institutions given in Amer- 
ican Universities and Colleges (Wash- 
ington: American Council on Education, 
1956).

Where there has not been a complete 
revision of the whole letter, the New 
Standard Encyclopedia generally retains 
the faults mentioned in the 1951 review: 
poor writing, inadequate information, and 
lack of cross references. In spite of the 
revisions and improvements, even the 
newly written volumes show evidence of 
rather poor editing and some inconsis- 
tencies in policy. Alcohol is a three-page 
article containing many well-compressed 
facts. There is no bibliography. Some 
examples of careless editing were found, 
e.g., “The strongest alcohol that can be 
made by fermentation alone is about 20 
percent alcohol by volume. The remain- 
ing 60 percent is water.” In the Foreword 
the reference. to World Progress: The 
Standard Quarterly Review by which the 
encyclopedia is supplemented is given as 
page xii, but the information is actually 
on page xxi.

nuals listed as main entries. Occasionally 
references appear as both main and sub- 
sumed entries, this being noted in various 
ways. Sometimes the subsumed entries 
_give earlier forms of a title listed as a 
main entry. 

Information supplied for each main en- 
try and some subsumed entries includes 
author, title, place of publication, pub- 
lisher, date, pagination, and classification 
number. Whether or not price is given 
appears to depend on subject field, coun- 
try of origin, date, and whether an item 
is a government or trade publication. The 
editors attempted to give prices, usually 
as of 1957, for most British publications. 
In some instances publisher and price 
have been given for both English and 
American editions of the same title. Prices 
for foreign titles are sometimes given in 
the currency of the country of origin, 
with British prices added in some in- 
stances. Prices are not supplied for out- 
of-print titles, which are occasionally in- 
dicated as “o.p.” That prices are supplied 
for less than half of the more than 300 
main entries in the field of literature may 
be partially explained by the fact that 
many of the individual bibliographies and 
standard critical sets may be out of print, 
though only three are so indicated. On the 
other hand, more than four fifths of the 
approximately 50 main entries in econom- 
ics are priced. 

Annotations are supplied for almost 


every main entry and vary in length 


from several lines to more than a column, 





the length sometimes being due to de- 
tailed listing of separate sections of a 
title. Generally the comments are content 
descriptions, the evaluative comment 
briefly indicating value in certain types ` 
of libraries, degree of comprehensiveness, 


-extent of use, and importance of the 


title in the field. Weak points are some- 


- times noted. The descriptive information 


often gives number of entries; especially 
for dictionaries of quotations and bibliog- 
raphies. Contents of individual titles and 
continuations are often listed in some 
detail. British point of view is occasionally 
expressed, as, for example, the reference 
to Americanized spelling in Dorland’s 
medical dictionary and the descriptions 
of the Encyclopaedia Britannica. Annota- 
tions for subsumed entries are generally 
brief. On the whole, the annotations are 
excellent, both from the standpoint of 
description and evaluation. Particularly 
useful are those on foreign encyclopedias, 
national bibliographies, and atlases. Often 
they are more detaled than those found 
in Winchell, Guide to Reference Books, 
7th ed. (Chicago: American Library As- 
sociation, 1951). Citations of reviews and 
of other critical comments are appended 
to some annotations and are a useful 
source of additional information. 

Less comprehensive is the Index, which 
includes author and subject entries, but 
few titles and ‘almost no see also refer- 
ences. That titles are not usually indexed 
is not immediately apparent, since many 
which appear as titles in Winchell are 
used as main entries. It appears that items 
well known by title, e.g., “Oxford com- 
panions,” are indexed by author and title. 
Subject entries are given not only for those 
subjects set out in bold type in the con- 
tents,’ e.g., Social Sciences, but for indi- 
vidual titles, e.g., Australian English, New 
Zealand English, and basic English, and 
for bibliographies of individual authors, 
e.g., Max Beerbohm, Norman Douglas, and 
Thomas Carlyle. Broad subjects such as 
chemistry, geology, genealogy, and mathe- 
matics are seldom subdivided by form 
or other division as in Winchell, prob-

More subdivisions for geographical 
areas will be found in the Winchell index 
than in Walford, but these are not exactly 
comparable since Walford uses the sub- 
ject Statistics, subdivided by geographical 
area, while Winchell uses it as a subdivi- 
sion under geographical area.

_and encyclopedias. 


Walford uses see references chiefly for 
abbreviations and joint authors, occasion- 
ally for variant forms of entry. Subsumed 


. entries are indicated in the index by the 


letter “n” after the page reference, ex- 
plained as “note appended to an entry 
on the page stated.” 

In view of differences in arrangement 
and sometimes in main entry found 
in Walford and Winchell, it should be 
stressed that a thorough and detailed 
‘knowledge of the Index is necessary for 
the fullest use of this volume, especially 
by American librarians. 

What of its stated emphasis on current 
material? This is evident from examina- 
tion of the contents. For example, in the 
section Chemical Industry with its sub- 
division by form, e.g., bibliography, en- 
cyclopedias and dictionaries, and direc- 
tories, and by products or substances, 
e.g, cement, steel, and petroleum, nearly 
80 per cent of the titles have been pub- 
lished since 1950 or are current continua- 
tions. 

The editors point out that certain 
classes, having been sent to the printers 
in June, 1957, are less up to date than 
others, although some of the more im- 
portant recent works and all later edi- 
tions have been added to these sections 
where possible. These classes include 
Philosophy and Psychology, Religion, 
Mathematics and Natural Sciences, parts 
of Applied Sciences, and Literature. Since 
the general framework was approved in 
1954, we must assume that most of the 
compilation was done between then and 
1957-58, when it was sent to the printer. 
According to the preface, “An endeavour 
will be made to provide regular supple- 
ments; new items may possibly be ini- 
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tially listed in the Library Association 
Record, at intervals.” 

British emphasis is apparent threugh- 
out, especially in such-forms as direccories 
of associations, particularly in the ap- 
plied sciences, agriculture, and domestic 
science, and in such subjects as sports 
and recreations, standards, transporta- 
tion, :and broadcasting. This emrhasis 
will be of interest to American special 
libraries in business’ and technology, since 


many of these titles are not listed in . 


. Winchell.

But a check of letters “A” and “B?” in 
the indexes reveals that they have fewer 
titles in common than might be expested.

Allowing for certain discrepan- 
cies, it appears that 348 titles in the let- 
ters checked are found in both Walord 
and the basic volume and two supple- 
ments of Winchell, 684 titles only in 
Winchell, and 477 only in Walford.

The Civil War Dictionary. By Mark Mayo 
Boatner. Maps and diagrs. by Allen C. 
Northop and Lowell L Miller. New 
York, David McKay Co., Ine., [¢1959]. 
xvi, 974p. illus. maps. 22cm. cloth $15. 
Encyclopedic in scope and inclusiveness, 

this first authoritative dictionary of the 

Civil War is a reference guide for the 


‘serious student and the general reader. 


Its compiler, Colonel Boatner, formerly 
assistant professor of military history at 
the U.S. Military Academy as well as an 
officer in the field, is the author of Army 
Lore (Tokyo: Pacific Stars and Stripes, 
1954) and Military Customs and Traditions 
(New York: McKay, 1956). With the as- 
sistance of. specialists in Civil War his- 
tory Colonel Boatner, after many years of 
research, has produced a volume which 
brings together in convenient form a great 
deal of information on the Civil War, much 


_ of it difficult to locate elsewhere. 


The Civil War Dictionary contains over 
4,000 entries according to the book jacket, 
including “about 2,000 succinct biograph- 
ical sketches; campaigns and battles, the 
20 major campaigns, an equal number of 
lesser ones, all the major battles, and 
many hundreds of lesser battles, engage- 
ments, skirmishes, organizations, ... naval 
engagements; weapons, . . . issues and 
incidents; military terms and definitions; 
politics;- literature; and statisties.” Ac- 
cording to the Introduction, Confederate 
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officers, 

Throughout the text are black-and- 
white line maps of battles. In addition, 
there are end-paper maps showing the 
Eastern and Western theaters and a 14- 
page Atlas of Sectional Maps Covering the 
Civil War Area, There is a table of con- 
tents to the Atlas. The closing pages con- 
tain a List of Authorities Cited, which 
provides a brief bibliography of Civil War 
history, mostly military. 

Colonel Boatner clearly states the pur- 
pose of the book in his Introduction. “First, 
this book is more for the researcher and 
the serious student ... than it is for the 
casual reader. ... Second, the emphasis 
is on inclusiveness rather than compre- 
hensiveness—in other words, on briefly 


covering the maximum number of im- ` 


portant subjects rather than attempting a 
more detailéd treatment of a smaller num- 
ber of selected high spots. Third, the book 
is designed more to point the way to 
further research than to attempt to be 
the ultimate source book of Civil War 
history.” Colonel Boatner goes on to 
say, “Major personalities and events will 
be treated very briefly, and will emphasize 
basic facts, dates, and figures. On the 
other hand ... you will find characters, 
battles, and events that you would have 
to spend many hours searching for in 
other reference works.” 

The main article ‘on General William 
Tecumseh Sherman is only one page in 
length and illustrates the system of cross 


references used in the Dictionary. Cross. 


references to campaigns are in small cap- 
ital letters. The reference Chattanooga 
Campaign is a six-page article divided by 
double spacing to set off the various 
battles, each of which is discussed sep- 
arately. Following through on every cross 
reference in the Sherman article to the 
campaign articles shows there are 20% 
pages and 3 maps. Within the articles on 
the campaigns, there are other references 
in addition to 12 references to battles. 
The book is filled with a wealth of de- 
tails and little-known, elusive informa- 
tion: horses, famous; Sherman’s horses; 


“Saviour of the Valley” (a nickname). 
There are a few quotations: “If any man 
attempts to haul down the American flag, 
shoot him on the spot”; “Fight it out on 
this line if it takes all summer.” On a 
single page are calendars for the years 
1860 to 1865 making it possible to deter- 
mine the day of the week of a particular 
date. There are many definitions of terms 
such as panada, lob-scouse, salt beef, and 
swamp angel, 

Authorities are cited, usually in pa- 
rentheses; entries are alphabetical, letter 
by letter; there are many see references 
within articles. The pages are double- 
columned but not crowded. However, the 
valuable maps and charts would be lost 
in rebinding. 

The Civil War Dictionary provides the 
basic facts about dates, persons, and 


‘events, and it gives unique bits of infor- 


mation on the Civil War. It is recom-

Guide to Art Reference Books [by] Mary 
W. Chamberlin. Chicago, American 
Library Association, 1959. xiv, 418p. 
25cm. cloth $10. 

This volume attempts to organize sys- 


_tematically and evaluate the literature of 


art history for the guidance of the general 
and special librarian, the student of art 
or library science, the professional art 
historian, and the general reader. As 
stated in the Preface, it includes “the 
basic reference tools as well as the re- 
sources for the most advanced research 

. not only the small handbooks and 
ready-reference works which are found 
in almost every library and are available 
to individuals, but also the great encyclo- 
pedias, corpus works, and the more rarely 
encountered sources of highly specialized 
information.” 

Mary W. Chamberlin, the compiler and 
annotator of this work, holds a graduate 
degree in art history from Columbia Uni- 
versity and since 1939 has been on the 
staff of the Columbia University Fine Arts 
Library, of which she is now the librarian. 
Her experience in art reference work has 
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given her a realization of the need for such 
a guide to the available materjal and has 
well qualified her to compile it. In the 
selection of titles for inclusion she has 
subjects as well as other art librarians. J 
Of the scope of the Guide, Miss Chait. 
berlin says in her Preface, “The Guide 
covers the literature of architecture, paint- 
ing, sculpture, prints and engravings, 
drawings, and the applied arts—roughly, 
that which is included in the Fine Arts 
(N) section of the Library of Congress 
Classification Scheme. The peripheral 
fields omitted were advertising art, arms 
and armor, book arts, calligraphy, cari- 


cature, city planning, the dance, heraldry, 


‘how to do it’ books, interior decoration 
(except for furniture and textiles, which 
are included), landscape gardening, nu-. 
mismatics, photography, postage stamps, 
posters, and theater arts.” 

Most of the titles included are of the 
type usually considered reference works, 
Le. dictionaries, encyclopedias, ` bibliog- 
raphies, and indexes. Also included. are 
many basic histories and handbooks not 
often classified as strictly reference ma- 


terials. Monographs on individual artists, `, 


catalogs of public and private collections, 


exhibition catalogs, guidebooks, and pic- . 


ture books have been omitted except 
where they provide the best material on 
a subject. 

Information given for each title in- 
cludes complete bibliographical data and 
an annotation which lists the various” 
editions, summarizes and evaluates the 
work, and not infrequently gives detailed 
contents notes. Annotations often indi- 
cate whether the work under considera- 
tion is scholarly or popular in tone, 
whether the illustrations are of good 
quality, and whether the work is the only 
or the most comprehensive one on the 
subject. Annotations are sufficlently de-

lacking are cross references from unused 
parts of compound surnames. 

Although the closing date for publica- 
tions included in the Guide was January 1, 
1958, many 1958 and 1959 imprints were 
added while the volume was in prep- 


aration. Most of the very few inaccuracies 
‘noted can ‘be attributed to changes which 
. have occurred since the stated closing date. 


No indication is given as to whether a 
title is out of print, and no prices are 


. given.

Particularly useful features of the 
Guide are the chapters Documents and 
Sources, Periodicals, and Series and the 
Appendix on Special Collections and Re- 
sources. 

Chapter 17, Documents and Sources, at- 
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tempts to identify the basic art historical 
sources in their most frequently used 
editions and includes primary sources 
with publication dates ranging from 1485 
to 1957. Documents include published 
collections of archival material and letters. 

Chapter 18, Periodicals, lists 250 art 
periodicals, giving for each its complete 
publication history, an annotation describ- 
ing the character of its contents and its 
usefulness, and an indication of where it 
is indexed. 

Chapter 19, Series, lists m alphabetical 
order some 119 of the most imnortant and 
frequently used series of art books. An- 
notations sometimes include a complete 
listing of the titles published ın the series, 
but in most cases a selection has been 
made of titles which indicate the scope 
and range of the series. It should be noted 
that certain series (for example, “Le 
Peintre-Graveur Illustré” and the “Ox- 
ford History of English Art”) are listed 
in the sections devoted to their relevant 
subject matter, rather than in the chapter 
on series, so it is necessary to consult the 
Index to locate a particular series. Some 
of the series listed in other chapters are 
included in the see also references at the 
end of the series chapter. Individual au- 
thors of the titles listed in series in chap- 
ter 19 are occasionally included in the 
Index. 

The Appendix on Special Collections 
and Resources, intended to inform the 
scholar as to where his research may best 
be carried out, lists the most important 
art research libraries in the United States 
and western Europe, with brief descrip- 
tions of their collections, addresses, names 
and titles of persons in charge, and dates 
of founding. Some 17 American and 59 
European libraries are included. Most of 
the information was gathered firsthand by 
Miss Chamberlin. 

The Guide to Art Reference Books is by 
far the most ambitious compilation of its 
kind yet undertaken. Two earlier art 
bibliographies which have become stand- 
ard works, Books on Art, a Foundation 
List (Cambridge, Mass.: Fogg Museum of 
Art, Harvard University, 1938) and The 


Harvard List of Books on Art (Cambridge, 
Mass.: Harvard University Press, 1952) 
both compiled by E. Louise Lucas, contain 
no annotations, were compiled for a quite 
different purpose and therefore contain 
different material from that found in the 
Guide. Miss Chamberlin attempts to or- 
ganize and evaluate the entire literature 
of art history; Miss Lucas intended to sug- 
gest basic titles as a “nucleus for the de- 
velopment of a general fine arts library,” 
and her Harvard List emphasizes those 
books easily obtainable, omitting some of 
the older titles. Miss Lucas’ earlier list 
contains some 79 periodicals without an- 
notations which were omitted from her 
later list. Each of Miss Lucas’ compilations 
lists approximately 1,000 monographs on 
individual artists, a category omitted from 
the Guide. This feature assures the con- 
tinuing usefulness of the older lists. 

At first glance, it is surprising to note 
that some 19 titles included in the relevant 
subject areas of the Q section of Winchell 
are omitted from the Guide, but closer in- 
vestigation reveals that the omitted titles 
are chiefly general histories, technical 
handbooks, and superseded or inaccurate 
reference works. : 

The Guide to Art Reference Books is 
sturdily bound in pyroxylin impregnated 
dark blue cloth. The text is legibly printed 
in a double-column page. 

The accuracy, up-to-dateness, and com- 
prehensiveness (within its stated scope) 
of the Guide to Art Reference Books make 


-it a basic source of information on the 


literature of art. It is therefore recom- 
mended for purchase by art libraries, by 
public, college, and university libraries, 
and by individuals,

L. H. Grollenberg’s Atlas of the Bible 
(London: Nelson, 1957), reviewed in The 
Booklist and Subscription Books Bulletin, 
January 15, 1958, and to F. van der Meer’s 
Atlas of the Early Christian World (Lon- 
don, New York: Nelson, 1958), reviewed 
in The Booklist and Subscription Books 
Bulletin, June 15, 1959. Similar in plan 
and format to these two atlases; it was 
printed by Elsevier of Holland. - 

The purpose of the Atlas is to present 
for student, teacher, and general reader 
a vivid picture of the history and culture 
of Greece and Rome and to demonstrate 
their lasting influence on Western civili- 
zation. 

The “generous interpretation of the 
word ‘Atlas’ ” has allowed the work to 
cover geographical, ethnological, political, _ 
economic, military, religious, literary, and 
artistic aspects of the classical world and 
to present them through maps, illustra- 
tions, and explanatory text. This atlas 
“deals exclusively with pagan antiquity,” 
and readers interested in the early Chris-

tian world are referred to Atlas of the 
Early Christian World mentioned above. 
' Dr, A. A. M. van der Heyden is general 
editor and Dr. Howard Hayes Scullard is 
English editor. Dr. van der Heyden could 
not be identified in the usual biographical 
or bibliographical sources. Dr. Scullard 
has been Reader in Ancient History at 
King’s College, University of London 
since 1935 and is the author or editor of a 
number of books and articles on Roman 
history and literature. Mary F. Hedlund, 
listed as translator, holds an M.A. degree 
from Oxford. Principal contmbutors are 
Dr. Karel Sprey (Greek and Roman his- 
tory), Dr. A. R. A. van Aken (Roman 
maps, coordination of maps and index), 
Pater Dr. Calasanctius. (Greek maps), 
and Dr. M. A. Schwartz (classical litera- 
ture). Drs. Sprey, van Aken, and 
Schwartz are all authors of books on 
classical subjects. 

Thirteen other contributors are named 
with no indication of the particular sub- 
jects or areas for which, each is respon- 
sible. However, the listing of maps fol- 
lowing the index shows which of the con- 
tributors was responsible for each map 
and in some instances gives the source of 
the information used on the map. Co- 
operating organizations and institutions 
listed are the Archaeological Institute 
(Utrecht), Air Ministry (Rome), Royal 
Hellenic Air Force (Athens), North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization (Paris), and 
40 museums or learned institutions in 19 
countries. 

Maps (a chart and some dines in- 
cluded) are numbered 1-73 and scat- 
tered throughout the volume. In addition 
to showing geographical and political his- 
tory the maps cover a wide range of other 
subjects such as The World of Homer, 
The Cult Centres of the Greek Gods, 
Trade in the Empire, Amphitheatres, Sta- 
diums and Hippodromes in the Roman 
Empire, and The Most Important Writers 
Who Used the Latin Language. They are 
in six colors, soft and pleasing to the eye, 
with sharp and clear details. Many of the 
maps bear an overprinting which gives 
background explanation. Map 40, Enemies 


and Rebels, 250 B.c.-a.v. 150, has 27 such 
overprinted legends, each giving some in- 
formation about a leader or nation that 
opposed Rome. The overprinted notes are 
in small type, usually in red so that they 
do not interfere with place names on the 
map. In spite of the small type they are 
clearly legible, and, in spite of the amount 
of information given, the maps do not 
appear crowded or cluttered. This is part- 
ly due to the fact that they are essentially 
outline maps on which only the details 
applicable to the particular subject under 
discussion are shown. Among the most 
informative are Maps 17 and 18, a double- 
page spread of Greek Buildings and Mon- 
uments in the Mediterranean Area. The 
location of the structures is shown in 
black or red type, depending on the 
amount of the remains, and 19 different 
symbols are used to indicate the types of 
buildings. The entries give dates, popular 
names, and some other descriptive ma- 
terial. A chart gives a family tree of 
Zeus, showing the relationship of the 
various Greek deities and supplying a 
brief description of the attributes of each. 
The diagrams are of classical cities or 
buildings. 

The 475 black-and-white plates form 
an important part of the volume. Many of 
them are aerial photographs taken es- 
pecially for this atlas. Others were ob- 
tained from the archives of the Italian 
Air Ministry. In addition there are photo- 
graphs of the countryside, buildings, 
ruins, statuary, vase paintings, friezes, 
and coins. There are also line drawings 
to .show styles of architecture, building 
construction, and forms of vases and pot- 
tery. Each photograph is numbered with 
full caption to explain details. Many of 
the aerial photographs have small figures 
(sometimes hard to find) superimposed to 
show specific points. 

The use of current photographs con- 
trasted with reconstructions or drawings 
of the ancient buildings or scenes con- 
tributes greatly to the understanding of 
the ancient world and should be of great 
interest to both student and traveler. 
Plates 147 and 151 of Delphi and Plates 
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353 and 355° of Fame are oe eee exe’ 


amples of this contrast. | L 


Although the descriptive notes accom~" 
panying the plates are quite full, there 
is additional information about each !in 
Notes to the Plates at the end of the vol~ 
ume. There are further details about the 
pictures, dates of historical events jin- 
volved, and present location in museums 
of archaeological and art objects. , ‘| 

. The plates are beautifully reproduced. 
The details are clear and many of them, 
particularly those of statuary and friezes, 
give the effect of being three dimensional. 

A 60,000-word text is interwoven with 
the maps and plates. It describes the 
Cretan and Mycenaean worlds, the de- 
velopment of the Greek people, the classi- 
cal period of Greek history, the spread of 
Hellenism, the origin of Rome, its devel- 
opment through the Republic and: the 
Empire, and its decline. The final section, 
entitled The Heritage of Classical Culture, 
is a résumé of the lasting contributions 
of Greek and Roman thought, govern- 
ment, law, literature, and art. 

The writing is concise and crisp, schol- 
arly yet readable. English spelling is used 
in words such as “labour,” “civilisation,” 
and “theatre.” Many Greek and Roman 
words appear throughout, but the text is 
usually sufficiently explanatory so that 
the meaning is clear. 

The general arrangement of the vous 
is by large subject with text, maps, and: 


plates intermingled. Throughout ‘the text ' 


there are references to the related maps, 
by number and page and by -symbols in- 
dicating the applicable plate numbers. The 
captions of the plates frequently contain, 
references to related plates and to maps. 
A few errors in the references to plates 
were noted. 

The Index is limited to proper names of 
places, areas, persons, tribes or peoples, 
and mythological characters. ae? 

Many of the geographical entries in the | 
Index have featires of a gazetteer. The 
entry for Delos identifies it as an island, | 
gives its location, and shows its legendary | 
significance as the center of the cult of ' 
Apollo and its economic importance. It 
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gives one reference to the text, seven to 
maps, and two to plates. There is a similar 
entry for Delphi, but in this case there 


-are no references to plates, a surprising 


omission, since Plates 140-153 are all of 
Delphi. 

The index entries for padan persons 
include some biographical information. 
For Emperor Diocletian there is a six- 
line entry showing his dates, principal 
achievements, abdication, retirement, and 
references to the text, a map, and a plate. 

There are no general subject references 
in the Index. This limits the reference 
value of the text and plates for such sub- 
jects as architecture, bridges, road build- 
ing, aqueducts, military science, sports, 
‘occupations, ‘and daily life on which there 
ig very good material that can be located 
. only by leafing through. The Foreword 
states that “Some of the illustrations are 
arranged in accordance with subject-mat- 
ter rather than chronology.” 

Where modern place names differ from 
the classical names in the Index the mod- 
ern name follows the classical and is in 
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i ee ee 
parentheses. In most cases there are no 
entries under the modern name. However, 
many entries show variant names used in 
earlier or later periods. In the Index en- 
tries are usually under the Latin spelling, 

‘with reference from the English, but in 


the text and the plate captions the Eng- 


lish form is used quite consistently. The 
maps usually retain the Latin spelling. 

. The atlas is attractively bound in dark 
red English cloth with the title in gold 
_ on the spine. The paper.is heavy and is 
finished for photogravure. The plates, 
` especially those of the fine aerial views 
and landscapes, are excellent and give a 
dramatic quality to the work. The maps 
are on still heavier paper and are re- 
markably clear and legible even though 
unusually ‘full of information. Unfortu- 
nately, many of the plates extend to the 
edge of the page, and many pages have- 
very narròw inner margins making re- 
binding impossible. In some cases the, 
plate occupies the entire page and ‘there 


is no space for either a plate number or- 


page number. 
The Atlas of the Classical World pre- 


' sents a wealth of'detail in a skillful and“ 


authoritative blending of maps, pictures, 
and text. It succeeds admirably in its pur- 
pose of offering a graphic introduction to 
the classical world, “. . . its achievements, 
its remains, and its lasting importance.” 
In spite of some minor errors in the edit- 
ing and the limitations of its indexing, it 
should be valuable for scholar, student, 
traveler, and general reader. It is recom- 
mended for public, school, and university 
libraries and for home purchase.

The purpose of this work is to provide 

a comprehensive source of definitions and 

explanations for the fields named: in the 

title. Terms of elemental electric and 
magnetic theory and of physics are also 
included. It is aimed primarily at the 


scientist, technician; and student and not 


at the neophyte. However, its thorough- 
ness is such that one can work out satis- 
factory understanding by checking com- 
ponent terms within a definition, nearly all 
of which have separate entries. Terms are 
defined in a straightforward; factual man- 
ner as simply as possible within the scope 
of the subject matter. 

The editor’s background lies largely in 
the: field ‘of electronics and microwave 
engineering and includes teaching and in- 
dustrial and government research expe- ` 
rience.. No indication is given of editorial 


“procedures, except that considerable as- 


sistance was received from professional 
societies and organizations, 13 of which 


are acknowledged in the Preface. Such 


assistance appears te have been through 
consultation of lists of terms published by 
them. The publisher states only that the 
editor “poured $90,000 of his own funds” 
into research and manuscript pr eparation. 
‘Entries are in boldface with letter-by- 
letter alphabetization.- This arrangement 
is followed strictly and facilitates check- 
ing of multiterm references. Definitions 
range from a single line to nearly a full 
double-column page, the average being 
seven to ten lines. Where the definition 
has been taken from a society~approved 
list, initials acknowledge the source. | 
These constitute a relatively small pro- 
portion of the total entries but'as a group 
represent a substantial number. Following 
the specific definition, the topic is usually 
elaborated on by example and discussion; 
exceptions may be pointed out and rela- 
tionships to similar terms and phenomena 
brought out. Cross references are numer- 
ous and of three types: q.v.’s within the 
text, cfs, see’s and see also’s at the end 
of definitions, and see references in alpha- 
betical position. The latter constitute 
nearly one fourth of the alphabetical en-

‘As to sources of definitions, A Glossary 
of Terms in Nuclear Science and Engi- 
neeriùg (New York: American Society of 


Mechanical Engineers, 1957) sponsored 


by several societies and government bod- 
ies and published as American Standard 
ASA. N1.1-1957 is heavily represented, 
though not constituting a large portion 
of the nuclear terminology. American 
Standard Definitions of Electrical Terms 
(ASA C42-1957, New York: American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers, 1957) is 
frequéntly credited also, but reliance ap- 
pears to have been largely on Section 65, 
“Communications” and Section 70, “Elec- 
tron Devices.” Appropriate terms in such 
other sections -as 25, “Industrial Control 
Equipment,” are omitted. In a few in- 
stances, definitions taken from other 
sources were found to have been used 
without acknowledgment. Other than 
three lists cited in the Preface, no specific 
publications are given for the organiza- 


“tions whose initials are used in acknowl- 


edgments. 

“While a number of dictionaries on elec- 
tronics and physics are available, the most 
nearly comparable presently is The Inter- 
national Dictionary of Physics and Elec- 
tronics (Princeton, N.J., D. Van Nostrand 
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Co., Inc., c1956). In this work, consider- 
ably greater emphasis is placed on funda- 
mental physical concepts and experi- 
mental equipment in the various areas of 
physics such as mechanics, thermody- 
namics, electricity, and optics. While basic 
electronics and communications circuitry 
is soundly covered, the many applications 
fields noted in the Sarbacher compilation 
are not represented. Many definitions in 
the two works show the same content, in- 
dicating a common course. This is noted 
generally in the preface to The Inter- 
national Dictionary of Physics and Elec- 
tronics but not with the terms themselves. 
The total number of 14,000 entries ap- 
pearing in Sarbacher is greater by per- 
haps 20 per cent. However, despite con- 
siderable duplication of content, there are 
large areas of coverage unique to each 
dictionary, as mentioned above. 

In format, the Encyclopedic Dictionary 
of Electronics and Nuclear Engineering is 
allowed flat opening by its smyth sewing 
and is bound in dark blue buckram. The 
type is clear, compact, and easily studied. 

The Encyclopedic Dictionary of Elec- 
tronics and Nuclear Engineering supplies 
concise, clearly phrased, authoritative 
definitions of terms, phrases, abbrevia- 
tions, and code names used in electronics 
and nuclear engineering. Numerous well- 
conceived drawings aid in following ex- 
planations. For libraries serving special- 
ists and those working on an advanced 
level, particularly in the broadly applied 
field of electronic devices, the dictionary 
is recommended. f

Libraries should welcome 
this series as heretofore there Has been very 
little available for serious study of the early 
motion pictures. Highly recommended for 
film societies, community groups, young 
adults, and discussion programs. 


Eskimo family. Encyclopaedia Britannica 
Films. 1960. 17min. $90; color, $180. 


Opens with views of the expanse of the 
frozen, treeless Arctic which is intensely cold 
for 10 months of the year, but in which the 
Eskimos have managed to live. Next it shows 
an Eskimo hunter and his family who, as 
spring comes, move to distant hunting lands. 
They pack the sleds, prepare the dogs, and 
start. out. The difficulties of travel—makin 
for the night, pitching the tents, an 

food pte ation—hunting for seal and white 
fox, Bad going to the trading post to ex- 
change skins for food are all seen as part of 
the Eskimos’ daily life. The film also gives 
a good picture of the Eskimos’ family life, 
their sense of humor, and love of children. 
Then is shown the effect of the coming of 
the white man and the Army posts which at- 
tract the Eskimos to work in white settle- 
ments, have well-built homes, and send their 
children to regular school. Although this is 
a good film about the Eskimos, it does not 
have the sensitive understanding for which 
Flaherty’s Nanook of the North is noted. It is, 
however, an adequate study of the Eskimos 
and the changing conditions in the Arctic 
for use in schools and with ead groups of 
older persons. 


Four families. National Film Board of 
Canada.

Intimate glimpses into the lives of typical 
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working families engaged in agricultural pur- 


- suits in India, France, Japan, and Canada 1l- 


lustrate parent-child relationships, with em- 
phasis on mother love, as shown through the 
care and feeding of the children as well as the 


routine household tasks which are a part of- 


these family situations. Dr. Margaret Mead 
introduces the film and each of the sequences 
with a discussion of the importance of the re- 
lationships between the members of each of 
the families in the development of their atti- 
tudes toward the family and toward society. 
The film contributes much toward the under- 
standing of the character of the peoples and 
nationalities represented as evidenced in the 
rearing of the children and the role of the 
families in their respective communities; 
much can be learned about the tempo and 
temper of life in the countries presented to- 
gether with the hopes and aspirations of the 
people. This film is most useful with adult 
audiences interested in child study, parent- 
child relationships, the study of other cultures, 
and in the general area of international rela- 
tions. 


From generation to generation. Edward 
F. Cullen under guidance of Maternity 
Health Association. Distributor: Mc- 
Graw-HilL 1959. 30min. color, $225, 


The story of human reproduction is told here 
with imagination and symbolism. Animation 
picturing the reproductive process is com- 

ined with live-action scenes of a farm family 
through the cycle of the seasons, symbolic of 
the wifes pregnancy to its ent in 
childbirth. This is a spiritual, poetic, yet al- 
ways valid approach to a’theme which is 
satisfactorily and more directly presented in 
Human reproduction produced in 1947 (Boox- 
List 47:26, S 1 50) and much in demand. The 
newer film is more expensive but is highly 
lauded in the New York Times and will prob- 
ably be widely acquired; there are, however, 
some reservations about its acceptance by 
today’s realistic teen-agers. 


The fun factory. Sterling Educational 
Films, 6 E. 39th St., N.Y. 16. 1959. 27min. 
$125. 
Another in the series “The history of motion 
pictures” traces the career of Mack Sennett 
from his beginnings in 1909 to his spectacular 
position as Hollywood’s comedy king. This 
film, unlike Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, above, 
which is an edited version of a complete film, 
is made up of representative film clips of the 
roarious comedies of the silent-movie era. 
The narrator, after introducing each star, ex- 
plains the Sennett technique, while the viewer 
is entertained by the illustrious anties of 
Charlie Chaplin, Mabel Normand, Ben Turpin, 
Marie Dressler, Gloria Swanson, and the 
riotous Keystone Cops. A valuable film for 
libraries wishing to preserve the disa 
art of the pantomimists and of Hollwocde 
Golden Comedy Era. Excellent notes are sup- 
plied in the study guide prepared by William 


K. Everson, research director of the new pub- 
lication “Classics of the silent screen.” Highly 
recommended for film societies, committee 
groups, young adults, and library programs. 


Hawaii’s history—kingdom to state. Ed- 
ward Schuman. Distributor: Film Associ- 
ates of California. 1960. 15min. -$70; 
color, $135. 

In the first year of Hawaii’s statehood, several 
films have been produced to meet the current 
interest in the ieth state. This film’s im- 
portance lies in the historical background 
which it presents. It depicts the primitive way 
of life of the natives prior to the late 1800's; 
thatched huts, no metals for tools or utensils, 
no textiles, and no written language. As a re- 
sult of outside influences with the 
discovery of the islands, visits by whaling 
vessels, and the advent of missionaries, sugar 
plantations were established by the end of the 
nineteenth century. Because labor was needed 
to work the plantations, immigration was en- 
couraged and peoples of many national and 
cultural origins were attracted, resulting in 
the present varied population. The growth of 
the agrarian economy, trade, and the tourist 
industry and the building of military installa- 
tions are illustrated with commentary on the 
role of the Hawaiian Islands in the world’s 
economy and defenses. Although designed for 
use with younger audiences, the film contains 
much information which will interest adult 
groups as well. 


Journey into spring. British ‘Transport 
Films. Distributor: Contemporary Films. 
1959. 30min. color, $250. 

As winter merges into spring and spring into 
summer, the viewing of Journey into spring 
is a stimulating and spiritually satisfying ex- 
perience. The film reviews the return of 
spring after the rigors of winter and the re- 
birth of life as indicated by the plants’ sending 
up their tender sprouts after Being dormant 
during the winter, growing in the spring sun- 
shine and showers to burst into bloom; birds 
nesting and mating, hatching their eggs, and 
rearing their young; the activity of renewed 
and new life in the ponds and fields. Excellent 
piiofography of the flora and fauna of the 
English countryside and a narration with a 
sensitive musical accompaniment combine to 
bring to life with lyrical beauty observations 
on the nature of birth, life, and the struggle 
for existence by the renowned eighteenth- 
century naturalist, Rev. Gilbert White, in 
whose parish in Hampshire the film was made. 
Journey into spring is a film with great depth 
of feeling which will have appeal to a wide 
varlety of adult audiences.

Modern Science Dictionary was origi- 
nally published in 1959 by Franklin Pub- 
lishing Company of Palisade, New Jersey. 

Complaints from high school students 
“concerning the difficulty in finding ex- 
planations for scientific terms which occur 
so frequently in high school studies and 
readings” started the compiler of this 
one-volume dictionary “on a search for a 
dictionary which covers every branch of 
sclence taught today in high schools and 
the most important technical accomplish- 
ments of our ‘nuclear age,’ and which 
would be suitable for both the student and 
the average adult.” The compiler, A. 


` Hechtlinger of the Bronx High School of 
‘Science, continues in the preface, “As I 


found no dictionary that would meet these 
requirements, even to some extent, I de- 


‘eided to compile one.” 


‘ Arrangement of the approximately 
115,000 terms from the fields of astronomy, 
biology, chemistry, geology, meteorology, 
physics, and general science is alphabeti- 


‘+ eal, word by word. Both inverted and 


‘noninverted éntries are used in the nu- 
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merous cases of multiple words or phrases. 
Thus, modifying adjectives are used as 
entry words in some cases and not in oth- 
ers, with the result that related material 
is often scattered. There are no cross 
references. Included in the compilation 
are abbreviaticns, symbols, eponyms, trade 
names, and brief biographical notes. There 
are ten full pages of nine drawings each 
scattered through the book, in no apparent 
order, without cross references to the 
definition of the term illustrated. For in- 
stance, there is an illustration of an 
“ameba” on page 768 which is in no way 
tied with the definition of amoeba on page 
35. Syllabication, pronunciation, and ety- 
mology, particularly desirable in a dic- 
tionary designed for the high school stu- 
dent and lay person, are not included. 

The definitions, spot checked and com- 
pared with glossaries in modern science 
textbooks and with those in Webster’s 
New International Dictionary of the Eng- 
lish Language (Springfield, Mass.: Mer- 
riam, 1959) are brief, not always clear, 
and seldom as complete as desirable. A 
number were noted as inaccurate or oth- 
erwise seriously unsatisfactory. Thus sar- 
coma is defined as “A malignant tumor of 
connective tissues,” secondary as “Usually 
the output coil of a transformer,” kudzw 
vine as “A vine that spreads rapidly and 
is used to hold the soil in which it is 
planted,” secreting tissue as “A plant tis- 
sue that produces such substances as latex 
or chicle” (the latter term is not included 
in the work}. All but 13 of the 88 entries 
beginning with Sa were located in the 
corresponding section of Webster, usually 
with a more satisfactory definition. A 
count of the additional entries in the Sa 
section of Webster indicated that about 
1,000 of them are of scientific interest. 
The compiler of Modern Science Diction~ 
ary seems to have succeeded in his hope 
“that a fair balance was reached among 
the many subjects covered.” For exam- 
ple, of the 88 Sa entries, 7 are chiefly from 
astronomy, 31 from biology, 24 fram 
chemistry, 10 from geology, 2 from mete- 
orology, and 14 from physics. 

Opinions may differ legitimately on 


what terms should be included in a small 
dictionary covering six broad areas of 
science. Yet it is difficult to justify the 
inclusion of such entries as faucet, lamp, 
electric, laxatives, male, sandy soil and 
the omission of radiotelescope, safety 
glass, homo sapiens, Salmonella, astronau- 
tic, saponin, and Sansevieria. 

The format of Modern Science Diction- 
ary is excellent. Entries are printed in 
boldface type of the same easy-to-read 
size as the definition, two columns to the 
page, on opaque paper with a dull finish 
that will prevent glare. Unfortunately, 
the illustrations are not up to the stand- 
ard of the rest of the format. Margins are 
wide enough to facilitate use of the book 
and permit rebinding. The attractive 
three-piece cloth smyth-sewed binding is 
in red and gray. The lettering and appro- 
priate illustrations on the cover and spine 
are in black ink. . 

Although Modern Science Dictionary 
contains useful material, the omission of 
syllabıcation and pronunciation, the poor, 
organization oz related terms, the unsatis- 
factory definitions, and the ineffective il- 
lustrations make it an insufficient guide 
for high school students and lay persons. 
It is not recommended for libraries or 
homes. 


The Sculpture of this Century, by Michel 
Seuphor [pseud]. [Translated from the 
French by Haakon Chevalier.] New 
York, George Braziller, Inc. [By ar- 
rangement with Editions du Griffon, 
Neuchâtel, Switzerland], 1960.

Michel Seuphor, whose real name is 

Ferdinand Louis Berckelaers, was born 

in Antwerp in 1901. He is a poet, art deal- 

er, and art critic who has lived in Paris 
since 1925 and is known in this country 
for his Dictionary of Abstract Painting 

(New York: Tudor, 1957) and his mono- 

graph, Piet Mondrian (New York: 

Abrams, 195€). A champion of new move- 

ments in art, in the book under review he 

seems to favor the innovators in sculpture. 

Many reeders may feel that, as a survey 
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of sculpture in our century, this work, € 
translation of La Sculpture de ce Siecle; 
Dictionnaire de la Sculpture Moderne 
(Neuchâtel, Switzerland: Editions du 
Griffon, 1959), is biased in the direction 
of the ultramodern movements in Europe, 
especially in Paris. 

More than half of the book, consisting 
of 23 chapters, gives a survey and eva‘ua~ 
tion of sculpture from Rodin (1840-1£17) 
to the present day. Complete chapters are 
devoted to the significance of such ar ists 
as Boccioni, Brancusi, Gonzalez, Freund- 
lich, Calder, and Arp. In other chap-ers 
several sculptors are treated together as 
in the case of Bourdelle, Lehmbruck, and 
Modigliani; the two Russian brothers, 
Pevsner and Gabo; and the two Engish 
sculptors, Moore and Hepworth. Present- 
day sculpture in France, Great Britain, 
and Italy is discussed individually by 
country. The rest of Europe is considered 
in a single essay, and the United Sta es, 
Mexico, and South America are treaced 
together under the heading Amerca. 
There is also a chapter on sculpture end 
architecture and one on relief. 

The second part of the book is a dce- 
tionary of biographies of over 400 scu-p- 
tors. Approximately one fourth of thrse 
live in Paris. The biographies vary in 
length, but most of them are about a dozen 
lines, giving year and city of birth, train- 
ing, important exhibitions, and city of 
present residence. Many of them include 
the author’s evaluation of the artist’s work 
and a bibliography, if the artists wok 
has received attention in print. 

The style is urbane and the autho-’s 
enthusiasm for his subject infectious. Tae 
approach, even in the biographies, is sus- 
jective and personal. Obviously the author 
has known many of the artists. The trans- 
lation by Haakon Chevalier, who has 
translated such famous writers as Ma- 
raux, Maurois, and Vercors is sympathet.c 
and reads smoothly. 

The 411 black-and-white illustratiors 
depicting the artists as well as their works 
are from excellent photographs. They 
vary in size, but are clearly reproduced, 
well selected, and suitably arranged to ac- 


company the text. 

The Table of Illustrations at the end of 
the volume, alphabetical by sculptor, gives 
title of the work of art, page reference, 
its size and material, and its location. The 
name of the photographer is also given. 

There is an Index which contains mostly 
personal names, but names of art shows, 
art movements, and places also appear. 
Cross references would have been helpful 
in a few cases, as in that of Maria Martins, 
who is listed in the biographies only under 
Maria, her working signature, but under 
Martins in the Table of Illustrations; and 
Mirko Basaldella, who appears only under 
Mirko. The illustrations are not listed in 
the Index, but an asterisk directs the user 
to the Table of Illustrations. 

In addition to the personal bibli- 
ographies attached to the biographies, 
there is a general bibliography of more 
than 70 titles published in various Euro- 
pean countries and the United States be- 
tween 1922 and 1959. 

This handsome volume, printed in Swit- 
zerland, is reasonably priced. It 1s bound 
in cloth, and the paper is of good quality 
with a glossy finish. The page is pleasing 
to the eye. Many of the illustrations bleed 
into the margins, making rebinding un- 
desirable, but the binding is strong. 

The Sculpture of this Century gives at- 
tractively illustrated information on over 
400 sculptors in English and in one vol- 
ume. Its usefulness for reference is lim- 
ited by its subjective approach and its 
emphasis on European sculptors. It is rec- 
ommended for homes, art libraries, and art 
collections in libraries.
